ARTICLE    U 

Tft-o^  tAere  is  one  ^nly  God. 

WE  all  believe  with  the  heart,  and  confess  with  the  mouth,  that  tlkm  k 
one  only  simple  and  spiritual  Being,  which  we  callGiod  ;  and  that  lie  ia 
nal,  incomprehensible,  invisible,  immutable,  infinite^  almighty,  pexfiKtly 
just,  good,  and  the  overflowing  fountain  of  all  good.    ^ 

II.  By  what  means  Cfod  ia  made  known  unio  wt. 

We  know  him  b^  two  means :  first,  by  the  creation,  preservation  and  go- 
iremmentof  the  universe;  which  is  before  our  eyes  as  a  inost  elegant  booL 
^H^terein  aU  creatures,  great  and  smell,  areas  so  many  characteralaadiog  mw 
contemplate  the  inviaSUe  things  of  God^  namely,  his  eternal  power  amU  God' 
headf  as  the  apostle  Paul  saith,  Pom.  I  20.  AU  which  things  are  aoifiaeiil^ 
to  connnce  men,  and  leave  them  without  excuse.  Secontlly,  no  makes  lUni- 
aelf  more  ckarly  and  fully  known  to  us,  by  his  holy  and  divine  word ;  that  if 
to  say,  as  fiur  as  is  necessary  for  us  to  know  in  this  lile^  to  his  glory  and  oar 
salvation. 

ni.   Of  the  written  word  qf  God. 

We  confess  that  this  word  of  God  was  not  sent,  nor  delivmed  hf  the  witf 
of  man,  but  that  Aofy  men  ^Crbd«paA:ea«iAeyirere  moved  by  the  Alp  QkmJ^ 
aa  the  apostle  Peter  saith*  And  that  afterwards  God,  from  a  special  tmt% 
which  he  has  fix  us  and  our  salvation,  commanded  his  servanta,  tks  nrophali 
and  apostles,  to  commit  his  revealed  word  to  writings  and  he  himnelf  wnii 
with  his  own  finger,  the  two  tables  of  the  law :  Therefore  wo  call  a«^  . 
WniiagB  holy  and  divine  scriptures.  ^

aid  and  new  teitanieiit,  which  are  canonical,  against  which  nothiiiff  can  he 
alleged.  Thetie  are  thus  named  in  the  church  of  God.  The  hooks  o?  the  old 
taatament  are,  the  five  books  of  Mosea,  viz.  Genesis,  Exodus^  Leviticus,  Num- 
ben^  Deuteronomy ;  the  book  of  Joshua,  Judges,  Ruth,  two  books  of  Samuel 
and  two  of  the  Kings;  two  books  of  the  Chronicles,  commonly  calleol 
PanJipomenon,  the  first  of  Ezra,  Nehemiah,  Esther,  Job,  the  Psalms  of  David, 
tba  three  books  of  Solomon,  namely,  the  Proverbs,  Ecclesiastes,  and  the  Sontf 
of  lEk>iig8 ;  the  four  great  prophets,  Isaiah,  Jeremiah,  Ezekiel,  and  Daniel ;  and 
tha  twelve  lesser  pro|khetB,  namely,  Hosea,  Joel,  Amos^  ObcuAh,  Jonah,  Mi- 
cab,  Nahum,  Habakkuk,  Zephaniah,  Haggai,  Zechariah,  and  Malachi. 

Thoae  of  the  new  testament  are  the  four  evani^elists ;  viz.  Matthew,  Mark, 
Luke  and  John ;  the  Acts  of  the  Apostles ;  the  fourteen  epistles  of  the  apostle 
Paul,  viz.  one  to  the  Romans,  two  to  the  Corinthians  one  to  the  Gralatians,  one 
to  the  Ephesians,  one  to  the  Philippians,  one  to  the  Cnlossians,  two  to  the 
Thessaionians,  two  to  Timothy,  one  to  Titus,  one  to  Philemon,  and  one  to 
the  Hebrews .:  the  seven  epistles  of  the  other  apostles,  namely,  one  of  Jamesy 
two  of  Peter,  three  of  John,  one  of  Jude;  and  the  revelations  of  the  apostle 
John. 

Y.  F^nm  vhenee  do  ihe  Holy  Scriptures  derive  theiT  dignity  and  autharily. 

We  receive  all  these  books,  and  these  only,  as  holy  and  canonical,  for  the 
regulation,  foundation,  and  confirmation  of  our  faith;  believing  without  anj 
doutic,  all  things  contained  in  them,  not  so  much  because  the  chuich  leceivea 
and  approves  them  as  such,  but  more  especially  because  the  Holy  Ghost  wit^ 
neeseth  in  our  hearts,  that  they  are  from  Gcd,  whereof  they  carry  the  evidence 
in  themselves.  For  the  very  bUnd  are  able  to  perceive  uat  the  things  fore- 
told in  them  arc  fulfilling. 

VI.  TVie  differtnce  between  the  canonical  and  apocryphal  bo(^. 

We  distinguish  those  sacred  books  from  the  apocryphal ;  viz.  tbe  third  and 
fourth  book  of  Esdras,  the  books  of  Tobias,  Judith,  Wisdom,  Jesus  Syrachi 
Baruch,  the  appendix  to  the  book  of  Esther,  the  song  of  the  three  Children  in 
the  Furnace,  the  history  of  Susannah,  of  Bell  and  tne  Dragon,  the  prayer  of 
Manasses,  and  the  two  books  of  the  Maccabees.  All  which  the  church  may 
read  and  take  instruction  from,  so  far  as  they  agree  with  the  canonical  books ; 
but  they  are  far^  from  having  such  power  anaefficacy,  as  that  we  may  from 
their  testimony  confirm  any  point  of  faith,  or  of  the  Christian  religion;  much 
less  detract  from  the  authority  of  the  other  sacred  books. 

TIL  T%e  eujffieieney  of  the  Holy  ScripiureSf  to  be  the  only  rule  qffaiih* 

We  believe  that  those  holy  scriptures  fully  contain  the  will  of  God,  and  thal^ 
whatsoever  man  ought  to  believe,  unto  salvation,  is  sufficiently  taught  therein* 
For  since  the  whole  manner  of  worship,  which  GKxl  requires  of  us,  is  written 
ia  them  at  large,  it  is  unlawful  for  anj  one,  though  an  apostle,  to  teach  other- 
wise, than  we  are  now  taught  in  the  holy  scriptures :  Nay^  though  U  were  an 
angel  from  heaven^  as  the  apostle  Paul  saith.  For,  since  it  is  forbidden,  to 
add  unto  or  take  away  any  thing  from  the  word  of  God^  it  doth  thereby  evi* 
deiitly  appenr,  that  the  doctrine  thereof  is  most  perfect  and  complete  in  all 
respects^  Neither  may  we  compare  any  writings  of  men,  though  ever  so 
ho^,  with  those  divine  scriptures,  nor  ought  we  to  compare  custom,  or  the 
great  multitude,  or  antiquity,  or  succession  of  times  or  persons,  or  councils^ 
decrees  or  statutes,  with  the  truth  of  God,  for  the  truth  is  above  aU ;  for 
all  men  are  of  themselves  liars,  and  more  vain  than  vanity  itself:  Therefore^ 
we  reject,  with  ail  our  hearts,  whatsoever  doth  not  agree  with  thia^infoUihla 
rnle^  which  the  apostles  have  taught  us,  saying,  try  the  tpirite  wAef  fter  they 
anqfOod,    likewise,  (f^i^ere  come  any  imtoyoi^«iui6riiikSwAUda4a^

And  Gol 
iii  23.  BfihoUL  the  mam,  hat  become  p»  itme  qfut.  From  this  eeyins^  ki  um 
make  man  in  our  image,  it  appcan  tl^t  there  are  mow  penone  tmm  one 
in  the  Grodhead  :  and  when  h^  saith,  God  created^  signifies  the  niuty.  It  la 
Inie  he  doth  not  say  how  many  persona  there  are,  but  that,  which  appcan  to 
.  OS  somewhat  obscare  in  the  old  testament*  is  very  plain  in\he  new.  For  when 
nnr  Loni  was  bapti^  in  Jordan,  the  voice  of  the  Father  was  baud,  eeyti^ 
ihia  is  my  beloved  Son :  The  son  wa3  seen  iu  the  watMr,  and  the  Holy  Ghost 
u>peared  in  the  shape  of  a  dove.  This  form  is  also  imtituted  by  Christ  in 
tne  bpp^m  of  all  believers.  Baptize  all  nations,  in  the  name  of  thoFirthef^ 
mid  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  In  the  GKwpel  of  Jjokt,  the  aiifBl , 
Gnhfiei  thus  addressed  Mary,  tha  mother  of  oar  Liord,  TVie  Holy  €Suid 
«lotf  eome  upon  ihee^  qnd  thejMfi^er  of  the  higheet  shall  overehmdew  ikm, 
thtr^ore  aUo  that  holy  things  which  ehall  bebmqfthee,  ehall  be  eaUed tka 
8m  of  God:  likewise,  the  Grace  of  our  Lord  Jesue  Chri^  and  thn loaa of 
God,  and  the  communion  of  the  Holy  Ghost  bo  with  you.  And  then  am 
three  that  bear  record  in  Heaven,  the  Father,  the  Word,  and  the  Holv  Ghoal^ 
and  theee  three  an  one.  In  all  which  places  we  an  fully  tanght,  that  then 
an  three  persons  in  one  only  divine  essence.  And  although  tma  doctrine  fur 
aarpaases  all  human  understanding ;  nevertheless  we  now  believe  it  by  means 
of  the  word  of  God,  but  expect  hereafter  to  enjoy  the  perfect  knowledge  and 
Itenefit  thereof  in  Heaven.  Moreover  we  must  obeerve  the  particular  offices 
and  operations  of  these  three  persons  towards  us.  The  Fatheir  hi  called  oar 
Creator,  by  his  power ;  the  Son  u  our  Saviour  and  redeemer,  by  his  blood ;  the 
Holy  G||^  is  oor  sanctifier,  by  his  dwelling  in  our  hearts.  This  doctrine  of 
Ihe  holy  trinity,  hath  always  been  defended  imd  maintained  by  the  traechnvdi^ 
mnee  the  timea  o£  the  apoatlet,  \o  Ihia  very  day,  against  tlie  Jewsi  Mabometani^ 
mufMomehlae  Chiistians  and  hfintica»iab(bxofiis^Uj||^aav^wuaa^8^^

SimoflateiitM,  Ariot,  and  inch  like,  who  have  been  juitly  Gondenmed  by  tha 
orthodox  fathers.  Therefore,  in  this  point,  we  do  willingly  receive  the  threa 
creeds,  namely,  that  uf  the  Apostles,  of  Nice,  and  of  Athanasias:  Likewise 
that,  which,  conformable  thereunto,  is  agreed  upon  by  the  ancient  £ithen. 

X.  That  Jesiu  Christ  is  true  and  eternal  God* 

We  believe  that  Jesus  Christ,  according  to  his  divine  nature,  is  the  only 
begotten  Son  of  Qod  begotten  from  eternity,  not  made  nor  created,  (for  then  ha 
should  t>e  a  creature)  hut  co-essential  and  co-eternal  with  the  Father,  the  es-^ 
jprest  image  of  his^pereon^  an/f  the  brightness  qfhisghry,  equal  unto  him  ia 
ftll  things.  Who  is  the  Son  of  God,  not  only  from  the  time  that  he  assumed  oof 
natare,  but  from  all  eternity,  as  these  testimonies,  when  compared  together, 
tMu;h  us.  Moses  saith,  that  Chd  created  the  world ;  and  John  saith,  that  all 
things  were  made  by  that  word^  which  he  calleth  God :  And  the  A  pestle  teith 
that,  6M  made  the  worlds  by  his  Son,  Likewise,  that  God  created  all  things  by 
Jesus  Christ. — Therefore  it  must  needs  follow,  that  he,  who  is  called  God, 
the  Word,  the  Son,  and  Jesus  Christ,  did  exist  at  that  time,  when  all  things 
Wfre  created  by  hiin.  Therefore  the  prophet  Micah  saith ;  his  goings  forth 
hMve  been  from  of  old^  from  everlasting.  And  the  apostle ;  his  hath  neither 
beginning  qf  days^  nor  end  of  iifb :  He  therefore  is  that  true  eternal,  and 
almighty  God,  whom  we  invoke,  worship,  and  serve. 

XI.  That  the  Holy  Ghost  is  true  and  eternal  God., 

We  believe  and  confess  also,  that  the  Holy  Ghost,  from  eternity,  prooaadi 
from  the  Father  and  Son ;  and  therefore  neither  is  made,  created,  nor  begottao, 
Irat  only  proceedeth  from  both ;  who  in  order  is  the  third  person  of  the  holy 
trinity ;  oif  one  and  the  same  essence,  majesty  and  gidry  with  the  Father,  and 
the  Son :  and  therefore,  ia  the  true  and  eternal  God,  at  the  holy  acriptura 
toachea  ua. 

XIL  Of  the  Creation. 

We  believe^  that  the  Father  by  the  word,  that  is,  b^  his  Son,  hath  ereated  d 
nothing,  the  heaven,  the  earth,  andallcreatures^  as  it  seemed  good  unto  him^ 
giving  unto  every  creature  its  being,  shape,  form,  and  several  offices  to  aervte 
Ita  Creator.  That  he  doth  also  still  uphold  and  govern  them  by  his  eternal 
providence,  and  infinite  power,  for  the  service  of  mankind,  to  the  end  that  man 
laay  aerve  his  God.  He  hath  also  created  the  angels  good,  to  be  his  messen- 
gers, and  to  serve  his  elect ;  some  of  whom  are  fallen  irom  that  excellency, 
ui  which  God  created  them,  into  everlasting  perdition:  and  the  others  have^ 
br  the  grace  of  God,  remained  steadfast  and  continued  in  their  i)rimitive  atats. 
^he  devils  and  evil  spirits  are  so  depraved,  that  they  are  enemiesof  Ghxl  and 
cvftry  good  thing,  to  the  utmost  of  their  power,  as  murderers,  watching  to  miiK 
the  church  and  every  member  thereof  and  br  their  wicked  stratagems  to 
destroy  all :  and  are  therefore,  by  their  own  wickedness,  adjudged  to  eternal 
damnation,  daily  ex^iecting  their  norrible  torments.  Therefore  wie  reject  and 
abhor  the  error  of  the  Sadducees,  who  deny  the  existence  of  spirits  and  anf^els : 
and  also  that  of  the  Manichees,  who  assert  that  the  devils  have  their  origin  of 
themselves,  and  that  they  are  wicked  of  tbeir  own  nature,  without  having  been 
corrupted. 

XIIL   Cf  Divine  Providence. 

We  believe  that  the  same  God,  after  he  had  created  all  things,  did  not  for* 
take  them,  or  give  them  up  to  fortune  or  chance,  but  that  he  rules  andjeoverns 
them,  according  to  his  holy  will,  so  that  nothing  happens  in  this  world  with* 
out  his  a{ipointment :  nevertheless,  God  neither  is  the  author  of,  nor  can  bo 
charged  with  the  sins  which  are  committed.  For  his  power  and  good  nets  is  so 
great  and  incomprehensible,  that  he  orders  and  executes  his  work  in  the  most 
oxcelleot  and  just  manner,  even  then,  when  deniWaaxv^'mv^t^xnKCi^iNTe^ 
fuetJf*    And,  aa  to  what  he  doth  ouTpaadkng  \»mwck  xniteAMw^an^k'^^

For  who  may  preanmo  tt 
boaat,  that  he  of  himaelf  can  do  any  good,  suice  Chriat  aaith,  ,no  man  ^ 
come  to  mej  egeept  the  Fathttt  v^ieh  hath  sent  me,  draw  him  7  Who  wS 
glory  in  hia  own  will,  who  widerttandi,  that  to  be .  cahially  mindN^  ll 
enmity  againat  God  1  Who  can  mak  of  hia  knowledge  aince  the  naf«W 
I  reuioeth  net  tha  thinga  (tf  the  spirit  qf  God,  In  abort,  who  dan  ayl- 
any  thoughta  aince  he  knowa  tbat'we  are  not  aoffident  o^  onndvog^ 
k  any  thioff  aa  of  ouraelvoi^ . but  that  our  sufficiency  ia  of  Qod^  Aad 
thttefiire  what  3ie  apoatle  aaith oii|riit justly  to  beheld  aure  and  fiim,  that  6M

XY.  Of  original  Sin. 

We  believe  that,  through  the  diaobedience  of  Adam,  original  ain  ia  dtenM 
to  all  mankind ;  which  b  a  corruption  of  the  wliole  nntur^  and  an  hereditaiy 
diaeaae,  wherewith  infanta  tbems^lvea  are  infected  even  in  tlieir  mothiff^  vronk 
and  which  produceth  in  man  all  sorta  of  sin,  being  in  bun  aa  aroot  thereof ;  mad 
therefore  beo  riband  abomioabb  in  the  aight  of  God,  that  it  b  anffiebatt* 
condemn  all  mankind.  Nor  b  it  by  any  meana  abolbhed  or  done  away  If 
baptiam  ;4liiGeainalwajg  issues  forth friim thb  woliilsourocLaawitfer  ftoain 
Jboatm  I  aotwlthatanding  it  b  not  imi^ted  to  the  childreii  of  God  nolo  con*

XVI.  Of  eternal  Election. 

We  believe  that  all  the  posterity  of  Adam,  being  thus  fallen  into  perdition 
and  ruin,  fay  the  sin  of  our  first  parents,  God  then  did  maniiiest  himself  such  as 
Jie  k^  that  is  to  sav,  merciful  andjutt :  Merciful,  since  he  delivers  and  preserves 
Ironi  this  perdition  all,  whom,  he  in  his  eternal  and  uncliangeable  council  of 
mere  goodness  hath  elected  in  Christ  Jesus  our  Lord,  without  any  respect  to 
iheir  works :  Jutt^  in  leaving  others  in  the  iall  and  perdition  wherein  they 
have  ihvolved  themselves. 

,'  XVII.  Of  the  recovery  qf fallen  Man. 

We  believe  that  our  most  gracious  God,  in  his  admirable  wisdom  and  good- 
ness, seeing  that  man  had  thus  thrown  himself  into  temporal  and  spiritual 
death,  and  made  himself  wholly  miserable,  was  pleased  to  seek  and  comfort 
him,  when  be  tiemblinff  fled  from  his  presence,  promising  him  that  he  would 
give  hia  Scm,  who  shojld  be  made  of  a  woman^  to  bruise  the  head  of  the  «er> 
ftnt^  and  make  him  happy. 

XVIIL  OJ  the  incarnation  of  Jesus  Christ, 

We  confess  therefore  that  God  did  fuIBl  the  promise,  which  he  made  to  the 
Iklhera,  by  the  mouth  of  his  holy  prophets^  when  he  sent  into  the  world,  at  the 
limB  appnnted  by  him,  his  own,  only  begotten  and  etomal  Son.  *'  Who  took 
opon  him«the  form  of  a  servant,  and  became  like  unto  man,  really  assuming  the 
true  human  nature,  with  all  its  infirmities,  sin  excepted,  being  conceived  in 
the  womb  of  the  blessed  Virgin  Mary,  by  the  power  oi  the  Holy  Ghost,  with- 
out the  means  of  man.  And  did  not  only  assame  human  nature  as  to  the 
body,  but  also  a  true  human  souL  that  he  might  be  a  real  man.  For  since 
tnesoul  was  lost  as  well  as  the  bouy,  It  was  necessary  that  he  should  take  both 
upon  him,  to  save  both.  Therefore  we  confess  (in  opposition  to  the  heresy  of 
the  Anabaptists,  who  deny  that  Christ  assumed  human  flesh  of  his  mother) 
that  Christ  is  become  a  partaker  of  the  flesh  and  blood  of  the  children;  that  he  is 
a  fruit  of  the  loins  of  David  after  the  flesh ;  made  of  the  seed  of  David  according 
to  the  flesh;  a  fruit  of  the  womb  of  the  Virgin  Mary,  made  of  a  woman;  a  branch 
of  David ;  a  shoot  of  the  root  of  Jesse ;  sprung  from  the  tribe  of  Judah ;  descen- 
ded from  the  Jews  according  to  the  flesh :  of  the  seed  of  Abraham,  since  he  took 
upon  him  the  seed  of  Abraham,  'Hind  became  like  unto  his  brethren  in  all  thingp 
■in  excepted  ;*'  so  that  in  truth  he  is  our  Immanuel,  that  is  to  say,  God  with  Ui» 

XIX.  Qfthe  union  and  distinction  of  the  two  natures  in  the  person  ef 

Christ, 

We  believe  that  by  this  conception,  the  person  of  the  Son  it  inseparably 
uihed  and  connected  with  the  human  nature ;  so  that  there  are  not  two  Sons 
oif  God,  nor  two  jwrsons,  but  two  natures  united  in  one  single  person :  yet,  that 
each  nature  retains  its  own  distinct  properties.  As  then  the  divine  nature 
hath  always  remained  uncrcate<1,  without  beginning  of  days  or  end  of  life, 
filling  heaven  and  earth :  so  also  hath  the  human  nature  not  lost  it  properties, 
hot  remained  a  creature,  having  beginning  of  days,  being  a  finite  nature,  and 
retaining  all  the  properties  of  a  real  body :  And  though  he  hath  by  bis  xesur- 
recdon  nven  immortality  to  the  same,  nevertheless  he  hath  not  changed  the 
iwdity  m  his  human  nature ;  for  as  much  as  our  salvation  and  returrection  also 
depend  on  the  reality  of  his  body.  But  these  two  natures  are  so  closely  united 
in  one  peraon,  that  they  were  not  separated  even  by  his  death.  Tnerefore 
thal^  winch,  he  when  during  commended  into  the  hands  of  his  Father^  wa«  a 
leal  human  tfirit,  departing  from  his  body :  But  Vn  iVie  'in&«xi^xcv'&  >^«  ^vrasn^ 
Aetafv  a/wH/v  iwnajaed  united  with  the  bumaii)  «yeu  ^viYicil  \m&  >aK3  yd^^Cu 
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gtvn:  And  the  Godhead  did  not  cease  to  be  in  him,  any  mora  than  it  did 
when  he  waa  an  inlknt,  though  it  did  not  so  clearly  inanife»t  iCaeif  for  a  whiis. 
Wliere£>Ke  we  confess,  that  be  is  y£RY  God  ;  and  very  Man  ;  very  God  bf 
his  power  to  conquer  death ;  and  very  man  chat  he  might  die  fur  us  accordinK 
lo  the  infirmity  oi  his  flesh. 

XX.  TTuU  God  hath  manifested  his  Justice  and  merry  in  Christ 
We  belkve  that  God,  who  is  perfectly  merciful  and  just,  aent  his  Son  to 
aasame  that  nature,  in  which  the  disobedience  wascommitted,  to  moke  satisfiK- 
tionin  the  same,  and  to  bear  the  punishment  of  sin  by  his  most  Ivitter  oassioii 
and  death.  God  therefore  maniftaTed  hi*  justice  against  his  Son,  when  Iw 
laid  our  iniquities  upon  him,  and  poured  forth  his  mercy  and  goodness  on  «^ 
who  were  guilty  and  worthy  of  damnation,  out  of  mere  and  perfect  love,  givini 
his  Soil  unto  death  for  us,  and  raising  him  for  our  justification,  tliat  thxougn 
him  we  might  obtain  iuunortality  and  life  eternaL 

.  XXI.  Of  the  satisfaction  qf  Christ,  our  only  high  priest,  for  lu. 

We  believe  that  Jesus  Christ  is  ordained  with  an  oath  to  be  an  everfastiiig 
higli  priest,  after  the  order  of  iSlelchisedec  Who  hath  presented  himself  ia 
our  behalf  before  his  Father,  to  appease  his  wrath  by  his  full  satisfactbn,  by 
offering  himself  on  the  tree  of  the  cross,  and  pouring  oot  his  precious  blood  to 
purge  away  our  sins ;  as  the  prophet  had  foretold.  For  it  is  written,  "  he  wis 
wounded  &>r  our  transgressions,  he  was  bruised  for  our  iniquities :  the  chastise- 
ment of  our  peace  was  upon  him,  and  with  his  stripes  we  are  healed :  He  wa» 
brought  as  a  lamb  to  the  slaughter,  and  numbered  with  the  transgreason:" 
and  condemned  by  Pontius  Pilate  as  a  malefactor,  though  he  had  first  declaisd 
him  innocent '  Therefore,  "he  restored  that  which  he  took  not  away,  and 
suffered  the  just  for  the  unjust,"  as  well  in  his  body  as  soul,  feeling  the  tairiUt 

Eunishment  which  our  sins  had  merited;  insomuch  "that  his  sweat  became 
ke  unto  drops  of  blood  falling  on  the  ground."  He  caJied  out,  "  my  Godp 
my  God,  why  hast  tliou  forsaken  mel"  And  hath  suffered  all  this  for  the 
remission  of  our  sins. — Wherefore  we  justly  say  with  the  Apostle  Paul, 
"  that  we  know  nothing,  but  Jesus  Christ,  and  him  crucified ;  we  count  all 
things  but  loss  and  dung  for  the  excellency  of  the  knowledge  of  Christ  Jesus 
our  Lord  :"  in  whose  wounds  we  find  all  manner  of  consolation.  Neither '» 
it  necessary  to  seek  or  invent  any  other  means  of  being  reconciled  to  God, 
than  this  only  sacrifice,  once  offered,  by  which  believers  are  made  perfect  for 
ever.  This  is  also  the  reason  why  he  was  called  by  the  angel  of  God,  Jesus, 
that  is  to  say,  Saviour,  because  he  should  save  his  |>eoplc  from  their  sins. 

"K^IL  Of  our  juslijication  through  faith  in  Jesus  Christ, 

We  believe  that,  to  attain  the  true  knowledge  of  this  great  mystery, 
the  Holy  Ghost  kindleth  in  our  hearts  an  upright  faith,  which  embraces  Jesus 
Christ,  with  all  his  merits,  appropriates  him,  and  seeks  nothing  more  besides 
him.  For  it  must  needs  follow,  either  that  all  things,  wliich  are  requisite  to 
our  salvation,  are  not  in  Jesus  Christ,  or  if  all  things  are  in  him,  that  then 
those,  who  possess  Jesus  Christ  through  faith,  have  complete  salvation  in 
Him. — Therefore,  for  any  to  assert,  that  Christ  is  not  sufficient,  but  that 
something  more  is  required  besides  him,  would  be  too  grora  a  blasphemy ;  for 
hence  it  would  follow,  that  Christ  was  but  half  a  Saviour.  Therefore  we  justly 
say  with  Paul,  that  we  are  justified  by  faith  alone,  or  by  faith  without  works. 
However,  to  speak  more  clearly,  we  do  not  mean,  that  faith  itself  justifies  us, 
for  it  is  only  an  instrument,  with  which  we  embrace  Christ  our  Righteousness'. 
But  Jesus  Christ,  imputing  to  us  all  his  merits,  and  so  many  holy  worki^ 
which  he  hath  done  for  us,  &  nd  in  our  stead,  is  our  Righteousness.  And  feith 
is  aa  instrument,  that  keeps  us  *ui  commvimwv.  vnxh.  him  in  all  lua  benefit^ 
which,  whea  become  ours,  are  more  than  suS&d^nV  \a  acx^ahx  \u^  ^  otvavoA, 
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XXIIL  Thai  OUT  juBtiJUiation  conBiaU  in  the  forgivenea§  0/  Wn,  and  thM 

imrnUalion  of  ChrU^a  righteousntai. 

We  believe  that  our  salvation  consists,  in  the  remission  of  oar  sins  for  Jesns 
Christ's  sake,  and  that  therein  our  rigliteousness  l>etbre  God  is  implied  :  as 
David  and  Paul  teach  us,  declaring  this  to  be  the  happiness  of  man,  that  Grod 
imputes  righteousness  to  him  without  works.  And  the  same  apostle- saith, 
that  toe  are  juatified/rcelyy  bij  hia  grace^  ikrough  the  redemption  which  ia 
in  Jeava  Chriat.  And  theretore  we  always  hold  fast  this  foundation,  ascrib- 
ing  all  the  glory  to  God,  humbling  ourselves  before  him,  and  acknowledging 
oanelves  to  be  such  as  we  really  are,  without  presuming  to  trust  in  any  tiling 
in  ourselves,  or  in  any  merit  of  ours,  nilying  and  resting  upon  the  obedience 
of  Christ  crucified  alone,  which  becomes  ours,  when  we  believe  in  him :  this 
k  sufiicient  to  cover  all  our  iniquities,  and  to  give  us  confidence,  in  approach- 
ing to  God  ;  freeing  the  conscience  of  fear,  terror  and  dread,  without  follow- 
ing the  example  of  our  first  father,  Adam,  who,  trembling,  attempted  to  cover 
himself  with  fig  leaves — And  verily  if  we  should  appear  before  God,  relying 
OQ  ourselves,  or  on  any  other  creature,  though  ever  so  Uttle,  we  should,  alas  ! 
be  consumed.  And  therefore  every  one  must  pray  with  David ;  O  Lord, 
gnier  not  into  judgment  with  thy  aervant :  far  in  thy  'aight  ahaU  no  Tnan 
thing  be  juatified, 

XXIV.  Of  Man^a  sanctification  and  good  worka. 

We  believe  that  this  true  faith  being  wrought  in  man  by  the  hearing  of  the 
^vordofGrod,  and  the  operation  of  the  Holy  Gliost,  di>th  re^nerate  and  make 
lum  a  new  man,  causing  him  to  live  a  new  life,  and  freeing  him  from  the 
bondage  of  sin. — Therelbre  it  is  so  far  from  being  true,  that  this  justifying 
fiuth  makes  men  remiss  in  a  pious  and  holy  life,  that  on  the  contrary  without 
it  they  would  never  do  anything  out  of  love  to  God,  but  only  out  of  self-love 
or  fear  of  damnation.  Therefore  it  is  impossible  that  this  holy  faith  can  be  un- 
fmitful  in  man  :  fur  we  do  not  speak  of  a  vain  faith,  but  of  such  a  taith,  which 
ia  called  in  scripture,  a  faith  that  ioorketh  by  Icve^  which  excites  man  to  the 
practice  of  those  works,  which  God  has  commanded  in  his  word.  Which 
'worki,  as  they  proceed  from  the  good  root  oi  faith,  are  good  and  acceptable  in 
Ihe  sight  of  God,  for  as  much  as  they  are  all  sanctified  by  his  grace :  Howbeit 
they  are  of  no  account  towards  our  justification.  For  it  is  by  faith  in  Christ 
that  we  are  justified,  even  before  we  do  good  works,  otherwise  they  could  not 
be  good  works,  any  more  than  the  fruit  of  a  tree  can  be  good,  before  the  tree 
itsdf  b  good.  Therefore  we  do  good  works,  bat  not  to  merit  by  them,  (for 
What  can  we  merit)  nay,  ^e  are  beholden  to  God  for  the  good  works  we  do, 
and  not  he  to  us,  aince  ilia  he  that  vforkelh  in  ua  both  to  wiU  and  to  doqfhia 
goodpleaaure.  Let  us  therefore  attend  to  what  is  written,  uhen  ye  ahaU 
Mve  done  aU  those  things  which  are  commanded  you^  aay^  we  are  unproJUor 
bie  aervanta  :  we  have  done  that  which  waa  our  duty  to  do.  In  the  mean 
time,  we  do  not  deny,  that  God  rewards  good  works,  but  it  is  through  his  grace 
that  he  crowns  his  gifts.  Moreover,  though  we  do  good  works,  we  do  not 
found  our  salvation  upon  them  ;  for  we  can  do  no  work  but  what  is  polluted 
l^  oar  flesh,  and  also  punishable :  and  although^we  could  perform  such  works^ 
still  the  remembrance  of  one  sin  is  sufi[icient  to  make  God  reject  them.  Thus 
then  we  should  always  be  in  doubt,  tossed  to  and  fro  without  any  certainty, 
and  poor  consciences  be  continually  vexed,  if  they  relied  not  on  the  merits  of 
the  sufiering  and  death  of  our  Saviour. 

XXV.  Of  the  abolishing  of  th^  Ceremonial  Law, 

We  believe,  that  the  ceremonies  and  figures  of  the  law  ceased  at  the  coming 
of  Christ,  and  that  all  the  shadows  are  accomrtl\«lied  \  «o  \Vv&X.\Vv&  xms^  <:k\^«:c\.

•■  during  the  perilous  reign  of  Achab,  the  Lord  reserved  unto  him  seven 
thousand  Tnen,  who  had  not  bowed  their  knees  to  Baal,  Furthermore,  thie 
holy  church  is  not  confined,  bound,  Of  limited  to  a  certain  place,  or  to  certain 
persona,  but  is  spread  and  dispersed  over  the  whole  world ;  and  yet  is  joined 
end  united  witn  heart  and  will,  by  the  power  of  faith,  in  one  and  the  same 
epiriL 

XXVIIL  Tliai  everyone  is  bound  to  join  hihiself  to  the  true  Church, 

We  believe,  since  this  holy  congregation  is  an  assembly  of  those  who  are 
aeved,  and  that  out  of  it  there  is  no  salvation,  that  Do  person  of  whatsoever 
state  or  condition  he  may  be,  ought  to  withdraw  himself,  to  live  in  a  separate 
state  from  it ;  but  that  all  men  are  in  duty  bound  to  join  and  unite  them^ 
eelves  with  it ;  maintaining  the  unity  of  the  church ;  submitting  themselvee  to 
the  doctrine  and  discipline  thereof;  bowing  their  necks  under  the  yoke  at 
Jesus  Christ ;  and  as  mutual  members  of  the  same  body,  serving  to  the  edifi- 
cation of  the  brethren,  according  to  the  talents  God  has  given  them.  And 
that  this  may  be  the  more  effectually  observed,  it  is  the  duty  of  all  believers, 
according  to  the  word  of  God,  to  separate  themselves  from  all  those,  who  do 
not  belong  to  the  church,  and  to  join  themselves  to  this  congregation,  whereso- 
ever God  hath  established  it,  even  though  the  magistrates  and  edicts  of  princes 
were  against  it ;  yea,  though  they  should  suffer  death  or  any  other  corporal 
punishment  Therefore  all  those,  who  separate  themselves  uom  the  same,  or 
do  not  join  themselves  to  it,  act  contrary  to  the  ordinance  of  God. 

XXIX.  Of  the  marks  of  the  true  Church,  and  wherein  she  differs  from  the 

false  Church. 

We  believe,  that  we  ought  diligently  and  circumspectly  to  discern  from  the 
word  of  God,  which  is  the  true  church,  since  all  sects  which  are  in  the  world  as- 
flume  to  themselves  the  nameof  the  church.  But  we  speak  not  here  of  hypo- 
erites,  who  are  mixed  in  the  church  with  the  good,  yet  are  not  of  the  church, 
though  eiternally  in  it :  but  we  say  that  the  bmiy  aiid  communion  of  the  true 
church,  must  be  distinguished  from  all  sects,  who  call  themselves  the -church. 
The  marks,  by  which  the  true  church  is  known,  are  these :  If  the  pure  doc- 
trine of  the  gospel  is  preached  therein ;  if  she  maintains  the  pure  administration 
of  the  sacraments  as  instituted  by  Christ ;  if  church  discipline  is  eiercised  hi 
punishing  of  sin  :  In  short,  if  all  things  are  managed  aooordmg  to  the  pore 
'  word  of  God,  all  things  contrary  thereto  rejected )  and  Jesus  Christ  acknowled- 
ffed  as  the  only  head  of  the  church.  Hence  the  true  church  may  certainly  be 
known,  from  which  no  man  has  a  right  to  separate  himself.  With  respect  to 
those,  who  are  members  of  the  church,  they  may  be  known  by  the  marks  of 
Christians,  namely,  by  faith  ;  and  when  they  have  received  Jesus  Christ  the 
only  Saviour,  they  avoid  sin,  follow  after  righteousness,  love  the  true  Grod  and 
their  neighbour,  neither  turn  aside  to  the  right  or  left,  and  crucify  the  flesh  with 
the  works  thereof.  But  this  is  not  to  be  understood,  as  if  there  did  not  remain 
in  them  great  infirmiticfi ;  but  they  fight  against  them  through  the  epizit,  au 
the  days  of  their  life,  continually  taking  their  refuge  to  the  blood,  death,  fns- 
•ion,  and  obedience  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  "  in  whom  they  have  remission 
of  sins,  through  faith  in  him."  As  for  the  fiilse  church,  she  ascribes  more 
power  and  authority  to  herself  and  her  ordinances,  than  the  word  of  God,  and 
will  not  submit  herself  to  the  yoke  of  Christ. — ^eilYiet  ^ma  i^^b^isAxsysi^Kt  ^^ft

MonoiWytbai  thtt 
holy  ofdftnance  of  God  mey  not  be  violated  or  riigfated,  wa  eay  that  wdiy  ^m 
ought  to  esteem  the  ndniiten  of  GK)d'B  word,  end  the  elden  of  thedllll«l^''^|ta7 
hi^ly  lor  their  work's  sake,  and  be  at  peace  with  them  withoiit  mnrmorii^ 
etnie  or  cdntentJon,  as  much  as  possible. 

.   Xl^XIL  Of  the  order  and  discipline  iif  the  Church, 

In  the  mean  time  we  believe,  though  it  is  useful  and  beneficial^  that  theae,  who 
are  rulers  of  the  church,  institate  and  establish  certain  ordinancea  among  them- 
selves for  maintaining  the  body  uf  the  church ;  yet  they  ought  studiously  to 
take  care,  thatthey  donot  depart  £rom  those  things,  which  Christ,  our  only 
master,  hath  instituted.  And  therefore,  we  reject  all  human  invention^  and 
ail  laws,  which  man  would  introduce  into  tlie  worship  of  God,  thereby  to  bind 
and  compel  the  conscience^  in  any  mamier  whatever.  Therefore  we  admit  oii> 
ly  of  that,  which  tends  to  nouri^  and  jpreserve  concord,  and  unity,  and  to  keep 
all  men  in  obedience  to  God.  For  Una  purpose,  excommunication  or  chmch 
diaeipline  is  requisite,  with  the  several  circumstances  belonging  to  it,  according 
taihewoidofGod. 

XXXIII.   Ofthe  8€urrament9» 

We  believe,  that  our  gracious  God,  on  account  of  our  weakness  and  infirmi- 
ties, hath  ordained  the  sacraments  for  us,  thereby  to  seal  unto  os  his  promiaea^ 
and  to  be  pledges  of  the  good  will  and  grace  of  God  toward  us,  and  also  to 
nourish  and  strengthen  our  faith  ;  which  he  hath  joined  to  the  word  of  the 
foepel,  the  better  to  present  to  our  senses,  both  that,  which  he  signifies  to  na 
by  ois  word,  and  that  which  he  works  inwardly  in  our  hearts^  thereby  assur- 
ing and  confirming  in  us  the  salvation  which  he  imparts  to  us.    For  they  am 
visible  sifns  and  seals  of  an  inward  and  invisible  tome,  by  means  whereol^ 
God  wometh  in  ua  by  the  power  of  the  Holy  Ghost.    Therefore  the  signs  are 
tfoi  Ja  wuia  or  iii«i;gnificant,  so  as  to  deceA^e  urn.   "Fot  ^««Qa  CVtml  ia  the  trna 
•"ftferf  pntented  hv  them,  without  wbam\\ie^  ^cfoiA\»«A wrmj^fcX.    VVj 
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kath  instituted,  which  are  two  only,  namely,  the  lacnuiwnt  of  btpCitt^  and 
the  holy  e upper  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ 

XXXIV.  Of  holy  bapHam. 

'We  believe  and  confess  that  Jesus  Christ,  who  is  the  end  of  the  law,  hath 
made  an  end,  by  the  sheddinj^  of  his  blood,  of  all  other  sheddings  of  blood, 
which  men  couki  or  would  make  as  a  propitiatioa  or  satisfiiction  for  sin : 
and  that  he,  hiving  abolished  circumdsion,  which  was  done  with  blood,  hath 
instituted  the  sacrament  of  baptism  instead  thereof;  by  which  we  are  received 
into  the  church  of  Grod,  and  separated  from  all  other  people  and  strange  reli- 

S*Dn8,  that  we  may  wholly  belong  to  him,  whose  ensign  and  banner  we  bear : 
nd  serves  as  a  testimony  unto  us,  that  he  will  forever  be  our  gracious  God 
and  Father*  Therefore  he  has  commanded  all  those,  who  are  hiei^  to  be  bap- 
tiied  with  pure  water,  "  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the 
Holy  Ghost :"  Thereby  signifying  to  us,  that  as  water  washeth  away  the 
fillh  of  the  body,  when  poured  upon  it,  and  is  seen  on  the  body  of  the  baptised, 
when  sprinkled  upon  hiiu ;  so  doth  the  blood  of  Christ,  by  the  power  of  the  Holy 
Ghost,  internally  sprinkle  the  soul,  cleanse  it  from  its  sins,  and  regenerate  u« 
from  children  of  wrath,  unto  children  of  Gkxl.  Not  that  this  is  ejected  by  the 
eiternal  water,  but  by  the  sprinkling  of  the  precious  blood  of  the  Son  of  God ; 
who  is  our  Red  Sea,  through  which  we  must  pass,  to  escape  the  tyranny  of 
Pharaoh,  thsit  is,  this  devil,  and  to  enter  into  the  spiritual  land  of  Canaan. 
Therefore  the  ministers,  on  their  part,  administer  the  sacrament,  and  thai 
iidiieh  is  visible,  but  our  Lord  giveth  that  which  is  signified  by  the  sacramenti 
namely,  the  gifts  and  invisible  grace ;  washing,  dcansing  and  pu^ng  our 
■oals  of  all  filth  and  unrighteousness ;  renewing  our  hearts,  and  filhng  them 
with  all  comfort ;  giving  unto  us  a  true  assurance  of  his  &therly  goraness ; 
mttinff  on  us  the  new  man,  aud  putting  off  the  old  man  with  all  his  deeds  :— 
Therefore  we  believe,  that  every  man,  who  is  eamesdy  studious  of  obtaining 
life  eternal,  ought  to  be  but  once  baptized  with  this  only  baptism,  without 
ever  repeating  the  same  :  since  we  cannot  be  bom  twice.  Neither  doth  this 
baptism  only  avail  us,  at  the  time  when  the  water  is  poured  upon  us,  and  re- 
ceived by  us^  but  also  through  the  whole  course  of  our  life ;  therefore  we  detest 
the  error  of  the  anabaptists,*  who  are  not  content  with  the  one  only  baptism 
they  have  once  received,  and  moreover  condemn  the  baptism  of  the  infants  of 
behevera,  whom  we  believe  ought  to  be  baptized  and  sealed  with  the  sign  of 
the  covenant,  as  the  children  in  Israel  formerly  were  circumcised  upon  the 
aame  promises,  which  are  made  unto  our  children.  And  indeed  Christ  shed 
hia  blood  no  less  for  the  washing  of  the  children  of  the  faithful,  than  for  adult 
persons;  and  therefore  they  ought  to  receive  the  sign  and  sacrament  of  that, 
whieh  Christ  hath  done  for  them  ;  as  the  Lord  commanded  in  the  law,  that 
they  should  be  made  partakers  of  the  sacrament  of  ChristHi  suffering  and 
death,  shortly  after  they  were  bom,  by  offering  for  them  a  lamb^  which  was  a 
aacrament  of  Jesus  Christ.  Moreover,  what  circumcision  was  to  the  Jew% 
that  baptism  is  to  our  children*  And  for  this  reason  Paul  calls  baptism  the 
circumcisioQ  of  Christ, 

]|^}ilXy.  Qfthg  ffdy  Supper  of  our  hard  Jeaiu  ChrUt, 

Wehetteve  and  confess  that  our  Saviour  Jesus  Christ  did  ordain  and  institute 
the  sacrament  of  the  holy  supper,  to  nourish  and  support  those  whom  he  hath 
airaady  regenerated  and  incorparated  into  his  family,  which  is  his  church.— 
Now  those,  who  are  regeneraited,  liave  in  them  a  two-fold  life,  the  one  corporal 
and  temporal,  which  they  have  from  the  first  birth,  and  is  common  to  all  men : 
the  other  spiritual  and  heavenly,  which  is  given  them  in  their  second  birth, 
which  is  effected  by  the  word  of  the  gospel,  in  the  comntfiivvsckc^  \\EMbVM&:)  ^

whom  belbvoM  only  ate  made  partakers.  Lastly,  we  receive  thb  holy  aaenh 
mant  in  the  assembly  of  the  peopb  of  God,  with  humility  and  revemnee^  kee^ 
iiy  op  amongst  us  a  hol^  remembrance  of  the  death  of  Chriat  omr  fiavioQi^ 
With  thanksgiving :  makmg  there  confession  of  our  fiuth,  and  uf  tlie  Christian 


by  the  use  of  thb  holy  sacrament,  to  a  fervent  love  towards  God,  and  oar  neigh* 
boor.  Therefore  we  rpject  all  mixtures  and  damnahb  inventions^  wMefa  mes 
have  added  unto,  and  Mended  with  the  sacraments,  as  profanationaof  thems 
and  affirm  that  ^p^  ought  to  rest  satisfied  with  the  ordinance,  which  Christ  and 
hb  apostles  have  taught  us,  and  that  we  must  speak  of  them  in  theaame  man- 
oar  aa  they  have  spoken. 

XXXVI.  Of  MagistrateB, 

We  believe  that  our  gracious  Gt)d,  because  of  the  depravity  of  mankindi 

hath  appointed  kings,  princes,  and  nuigistrates,  willing  that  the  world  shonld 

be  governed  by  certain  laws  and  policies  ;  to  the  end  that  the  dissointeneas  of 

men  might  be  restrained,  and  all  thinss  carried  on  among  them  with  good' 

Older  and  decency.    For  thb  purpose  ne  hath  invested  the  magiatncy  irith 

the  sword,  for  thepuntikmerU  of  evil  doers^  and  for  the  proieHionr  tf  them. 

$/ud  do  weU,    And  their  office  b,  not  only  to  have  regard  untc>  and  watch 

Inrthe  welfare  of  the  civil  state ;  but  also  tliat  they  protect  the  aaeied  miniatiy ;

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•very  where,  that  God  may  be  honoured  and  worshipped  by  every  one,  as  he- 
oommaads  in  his  word.  Moreover,  it  is  the  bounden  duty  of  every  onu,  of 
what  state,  quality,  or  condition  soever  he  may  be,  to  subject  himself  to  the 
magbtrates  ;  to  pay  tribute,  to  show  due  honour  and  respect  to  them,  and  to 
obey  them  in  all  things  which  are  not  repugnant  to  the  wonl  of  God ;  to  suppli- 
cate for  them  in  their  prayers,  that  God  may  irule  and  guide  them  in  all  their 
ways,  and  that  we  may  lead  a  quiet  and  peaceable  life  in  all  godliness  and 
honesty.  Wherefore  we  detest  the  anabai>tists  and  other  seditious  people, 
and  in  general  all  thcve,  who  reject  the  higher  powers  and  magistrates,  and 
would  subvert  justice,  introduce  a  community  of  goods,  and  confound  that 
decency  and  good  order,  which  God  hath  establish^  among  men. 

XXXVII.  OJtht  Lfisi  Judgment, 

Finally  we  believe,  according  to  the  word  of  Grod,  when  the  time  appointed 
by  the  Lord  (which  is  unknown  to  all  creatures)  is  come,  and  the  number  qf 
toe  elect  complete,  that  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  will  come  from  heaven,  corpo- 
nUh[  and  visibly,  as  he  ascended,  with  great  glory  and  majesty  to  declare  him- 
■ell  judge  of  the  quick  and  the  dead  ;  burning  this  old  world  with  fire  and 
flame,  to  cleanse  it.  And  then  all  men  will  personally  appear  before  this  great, 
judge,  both  men  and  women  and  children,  that  have  been  from  the  begin- 
ning of  the  world  to  the  end  thereof,  being  summoned  by  the  voice  of  the  arch- 
«n^  and  by  the  soand  of  the  trumpet  of  Grod.  For  all  the  dead  shall  be  raised 
out  of  the  earth,  and  their  souls  joined  and  united  with  their  proper  bodies^ 
in  which  they  formerly  lived  As  for  those,  who  shall  then  be  living,  they 
■hall  not  die  as  ttie  others,  but  be  changed  in  the  twinkling  of  an  eye,  and 
Ifom  corniptible,  become  incorruptible.  Then  the  books  (that  is  to  say  the 
eoDscienoes)  shall  be  opened,  and  the  dead  judged  according  to  what  they  shall 
have  done  in  this  world,  whether  it  be  good  oreviU  Nay,  all  men  shall  give 
an  account  of  every  idle  word  they  have  spoken,  which  the  workl  only  counts 
amusement  and  jest{  and  then  the  secrets  and  hypocrisy  (^  men  shall  be  dia* . 
closed  and  laid  open  before  all.  And  therefore  the  consideration  of  this  judg- 
ilient,  is  justly  terrible  and  dreadful  to  the  wicked  and  ungodly,  but  most 
desirable  and  comfortable  to  the  righteous  and  the  elect :  because  then  their 
Alii  deliverance  shall  be  perfected,  and  there  they  shall  receive  the  fruits  of 
their  labour  and  trouble,  which  they  have  borne.  Their  innocence  shall  he 
known  to  all,  and  they  shall  see  the  terrible  vengeance  which  God  shall  eze- 
oute  on  the  wicked,  who  most  cruelly  persecuted,  oppressed,  and  tormented 
tkem  in  this  workl ;  and  who  shall  be  convicted  by  the  testimony  of  their  own 
consdences,  and  being  immortal,  shall  be  tormented  in  that  everlasting  fire, 
which  is  prepared  for  the  devil  and  his  angels.  But  on  the  contrary  the  &ith- 
ful  and  elect  shall  be  crowned  with  glory  and  honour  ;  and  the  Son  of  God 
will  con£9ss  their  names  before  Grod  his  Fatiier,  and  his  elect  angels ;  all  tears 
■hall  be  wiped  from  their  eyes  ;  and  their  cause,  which  is  now  condemned  by 
many  judges  and  magistrates,  as  heretical  and  impious,  will  then  be  known 
to  be  the  cause  of  the  Son  of  God.  And  for  a  gracious  reward,  the  Lord 
will  cause  them  topossess  such  a  glory,  as  never  entered  into  the  heart  of 
man  to  conceive.  Therefore  we  expect  that  great  day  with  a  most  ardent 
desire^  to  the  end  Ihat  we  may  fully  enjoy  tl^  promises  of  Grod  in  Christ 
Jesus  our  Lord.    Amen.

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he  fimm  eternity  appointed  the  Mediator  and  head  of  the  eject,  and  the  fonn* 
dation  of  Salvation. 

This  elect  number,  though  by  nature  neither  better  nor  more  deserving 
than  others,  but  ivith  them  involved  in  one  common  misery,  God  hath  decreed 
to  give  to  Christ,  to  be  saved  by  him,  and  effectually  to  call  and  draw  them  to 
hid  communion  by  his  vi^ord  and  Spirit,  to  bestow  upon  them  true  faith,  justifi- 
cation and  sanctification ;  and  having  powerfully  preserved  them  in  the  fellow- 
ship of  his  Son,  finally,  to  glorify  them  for  the  demonstration  of  his  mercy,  and 
Ibr  the  praise  of  the  riches  of  lus  glorious  grace;  as  it  is  written,  "According 
as  he  hath  chosen  us  in  him,  before  the  foundation  of  the  world,  that  we  should 
be  holy,  and  without  blame  before  him  in  love ;  having  predestinated  us  unto 
the  adoption  of  children  by  Jesus  Christ  to  himself,  according  to  the  good 
pleasure  of  his  will,  to  the  praise  of  the  glory  of  his  grace,  wherciu  he  hath 
made  us  accepted. in  the  beloved."  Eph.  i.  4, 5, 6.  And  elsewhere,  "Whom 
he  did  predestinate,  them  he  also  called,  and  whom  he  called,  them  he  also 
jnetified,  and  whom  he  justified,  them  he  also  glorified."  Rom*  viii.  30* 

ArL  VIII.  There  are  not  various  decrees  of  election,  but  one  and  the  same 
decree  respecting  all  those,  who  shall  be  saved,  both  under  the  old  and  new 
teitament :  since  the  scripture  declares  the  good  pleasure,  purpose  and  counsel 
ef  the  divine  will  to  be  one,  according  to  which  ne  hath  chosen  us  firom  eter- 
idCy  both  to  ^ce,  and  to  glory,  to  salvation  and  the  way  of  salvation,  which 
be  nath  ordained  that  we  should  walk  therein. 

Art,  IX.  This  election  was  not  founded  upon  foreseen  faith,  and  the  obedi- 
enoe  of  faith,  holiness,  or  any  other  good  quality  or  disposition  in  man,  as  the 
pie-reqnisite,  cause  or  condition  on  which  it  depended ;  but  men  are  chosen 
to  fidtb  and  to  the  obedience  of  faith,  holiness^  &c.  therefore  election  is  the 
feontatn  of  every  saving  good ;  from  which  proceed  fiiith,  holiness,  and  the 
ether  gifts  of  salvation,  and  finally  eternal  life  itself,  as  its  fruits  and  ejSect& 
aooording  to  that  of  the  apostle*  "  He  hath  chosen  us  ^not  because  we  were) 
but  that  we  should  be  holy,  and  without  blame,  before  him  in  love."  Eph.  i.  4* 

Art.  X.  The  good  pleasure  of  God  is  the  sole  cause  of  this  gracious  election ; 
which  doth  not  consist  herein,  that  God  foreseeing  all  possible  qualities  of 
hunan  actions,  elected  certain  of  these,  as  a  condition  of  salvation ;  but  that 
lie  was  pleased  out  of  the  common  mass  of  sinners  to  adopt  some  certain  per- 
ecKM  as  a  peculiar  people  to  himself  as  it  is  written.  "For  the  children  being 
90t  yet  bom,  neither  having  done  any  good  or  evil,"&c.  "It  was  said  (namely 
Id  Rebecca)  the  elder  shall  serve  the  younger ;  as  it  is  written,  Jacob  Lave 
I  loved,  but  Esau  have  1  hated."  Rom.  ix.  11, 12, 13*  "And  as  many  as  were 
oidained  to  eternal  life  believed."    Acts  xiii.  48* 

ArL  XI.  And  as  GUxl  himself  is  most  wise,  unchangeabloj  omniscient  and 
omnipotent,  so  the  election  made  by  him  can  neither  be  interrupted  nor  chang- 
ed, recalled  or  annulled ;  neither  can  the  elect  be  cast  away,  nor  their  number 
ifiminished. 

Art.  XII.  The  elect  in  due  time,  thou^  in  various  degrees  and  in  difTerent 
measure^  attain  the  assurance  of  this  their  eternal  and  unchangeable  election, 
not  by  inquisitively  prying  into  the  secret  and  deep  things  of  God ;  but  by 
observing  in  themselves  with  a  spiritual  joy  and  holy  pleasure,  the  infallible 
fWiits  of  election  ptnnted  out  in  the  word  of  God-Hsuch  as  a  true  faith  in  Christy 
filial  fear,  a  godly  sorrow  for  sin,  a  hungering  and  thinting  after  righteoue- 
&c* 


Art.  XIII.  The  sense  and  certainty  of  this  election  afford  to  the  children 
of  God,  additional  matter  for  daily  humiliation  before  him^  &t  adatvvv%  ^.Vi^^ 
^Igptb  of  bis  merdegf  and  rendering  grateful  retuina  ot  ax^enX  Vsh^  \oV^\£v^N^>Qa 
hnkmaaifetted  mo  great  love  towanis  them.

Ari.XYl.  Thoaawhodanat  yetez^rience  altw^y  frithin  CbH  m 
aaaored  confidence  of  eoul,  peace  of  conscienoe,  an  earnest  endeavour  after  fflSal 
obedience,  and  gbrying  in  God  throagh  Christ,  efficaciooely  wrought  in  thenk 
and  do  nevertheless  persist  in  the  use  of  the  means  which  uod  ha&  appointea 
for  working  these  graces  in  us,  ought  not  to  be  alarmed  at  the  mention  of  repro- 
bation, nor  to  rank  themselves  among  the  reprobate,  but  diligently  to  peraetwa 
in  1^  use  of  means,  and  with  ardent  desires  devoutly  and  humhly  to  wait  fcr 
a  aeason  of  richer  grace.  Much  less  cause  have  they  to  be  ternfied  by  the 
doctrine  of  reprobation,  who^  though  they  seriously  desire  to  be  turned  to  God^ 
to  please  him  only,  and  to  be  ddlwEwd  horn  the  body  of  death,  cannot  yetreneh 
that  measure  of  holiness  and  faille  to  Mich  they  aapire  ;  since  a  merafol  (3od* 
has  promised  that  he  will  not  qnench  the  smofcmg  tox,  nor  break  the  bmiBed 
reed.  But  this  doctrine  is  justly  terrible  to  those,  who,  regardless  of  God,  and 
of  the  Saviour  Jesus  Christ,  hdve  wholly  given  themselves  up  to  Um  rareaof 
the  world,  and  the  pleasures  of  the  flesh,  so  long  aa  they  «»  not  aeriooslyoQii- 
verted  to  Ood, 

Art.  XVn.  Since  wa  are  to  Judge  of  thewillof  God,6oin  hiawoi^  which 
testifies  that  the  children  of  believers  are  holy,  not  by  nature,  but  in  viituaof  the 
covenant  of  grace,  in  which  they,  together  with  the  parentsi  are  comprehended, 
godly  parents  have  no  reason  to  doubt  of  the  election  and  aalvalion  of  their 
children,  whom  it  pleaseth  God  to  call  oat  of  this  life  in  their  infancy. 

Arti,  XVIII.  To  those  who  murmur  at  the  free  grace  of  election,  and  joat 
8a?erity  of  reprobation,  we  answer  with  the  apostle :  '^T^ay,  but,  O  man,  who 
art  thou  that  repliest  againat  God  T*  Rom.  iz.  30.  And  quote  the  hmguagecf 
our  Saviour,  'Ts  it  not  lawful  for  me  to  do  what  I  will  with  mine  own  r*Mat, 
Xfu  IS.  And  therefore  with  holy  adoration  of  these  mysteries,  we  exclaim  in  tha 
wogd8oftbe$,pQglk:  *'0  the  deuth  of  the  riches  both  of  the  wisdoip  and  know- 
jn  cfChdt  how  anaearchame  ataVus  ^\i<\%injeti\a  vn4V£a^'«vs%\«at  findiiif 
^  "V  who  bmth  known  the  nond  rf  Vbelioi^  ot  ^\\o\!AS^\iMeci  Yoa

SECOND  HEAD  OP  DOCTRINE. 


W  ttelreatf)  ot  €1nc(ft»  men  t^e  riOiemiitton  of  men  tj^etelrs* 

Art,  I.  God  is  not  only  supremely  merciful,  but  also  supremely  just. 
And  his  justice  requires  (as  he  hath  revealed  himself  in  his  word)  that  our  sins 
oommittcA  against  his  infinite  majesty  should  be  pUnishedt  not  only  with  tem- 
pond,  but  with  eternal  jpunishments,  both  in  bod^  and  soul }  which  we  can- 
not escape^  unless  satis&clion  be  made  to  the  Justice  of  God. 

Aft»  IL  Since  therefore  we  are  unable  to  make  that  satts&ction  in  onr 
own  pedionsi  or  to  deliver  ourselves  from  the  wrath  of  Gbd,  he  hath  been 
plsMed  of  hb  infinite  mercy  to  give  his  only  beg')tten  Son,  for  our  surety,  who 
wu  made  sin,  and  became  a  curse  for  us  and  inourstead,  that  he  might 
makB  mtnhiriioD  to  divine  justice  on  our  behal£ 

Art.  III.  The  death  of  the  Son  of  God  is  the  only  and  most  perfect  sacri- 
fee  and  Aittsfiiction  for  sin  ;  is  of  infinite  worth  and  value,  abundantly  suffi- 
cient to  expiate  the  sins  of  the  whole  world. 

Art.  ly.  This  death  derives  its  infinite  value  and  dignity  from  these  con- 
iidevations  ;  because  the  person  who  submitted  to  it  was  not  only  really  man, 
and  jperfectly  holy,  but  also  the  only  begotten  Son  of  God,  of  the  same  eternal 
ind  mfinite  essence  with  the  Father  and  holy  Spirit,  which  qnalifications  were 
necessary  to  constitute  him  a  Saviour  for  us  :  and  because  it  was  attended 
frith  a  sense  of  the  wrath  and  curse  of  (Sod  due  to  us  for  sin. 

Att  V.  Moreover  the  promise  of  the  gospel  is,  that  whosoever  believeth  in 
Christ  crucified,  shall  not  perish,  but  have  everlasting  life.    Thb  promise  to- 

Ether  with  the  coounand  to  repent  and  believe,  ought  to  be  declared  and  pub- 
hed  to  all  nations,  and  to-all  persons  promiscuonsly  and  without  distinction,  to 
whom  God  out  of  his  good  pleasure  sends  the  gospel. 

Art,  y  L  And,  whereas  many  who  aro  called  by  the  gospel,  do  not  repent, 
HOT  bcdieve  in  Christ,  but  perish  in  unbelief;  this  is  not  owning  to  any  defoct  , 
or  insufficiency  in  the  sacrifice  offered  bj  Chiiat  upon  the  eross^  but  is  whol- 
ly to  be  imputed  to  themselves. 

Afi-yil.  But  as  many  as  truly  believe,  and  are  defivered  and  saved  from 
iia  and  destructbn  through  the  death  of  Christ,  are  indebted  for  this  benefit 
solely  to  the  grace  of  Grod  given  them  in  Christ  from  everlastings  and  not  to 
any  merit  of  their  own. 

Art,  yill.  For  this  was  the  sovereign  counsel,  and  most  gracious  will  and 
purpose  ciQad.  the  Father,  that  the  quickening  and  saving  efficacy  of  the 
most  precious  death  ofhii  Son  should  extend  to  all  the  elec^  for  b^towing 
upon  thpm  alone  the  gift  of  justifying  faith,  (hereby  to  bring  them  fnfallibly  to 
salvation  :  that  is,  it  was  the  will  ofGod^  that  Christ  by  the  blood  of  the  cross, 
whereby  he  confinned  the  new  covenant,  should  eflectually  redeem  out  of 
every  people,  tribe,  nation,  and  language,  all  thoee,  and  those  only,  who  were 
horn  eternity  chosen  to  salvation,  and  given  to  him^  by  the  Father ;  that  he 
(hould  confer  upon  them  fiuth,  which  together  with  all  the  other  saving  gifts  of 
the  holy  Spirit,  he  purchased  for  them  hj  his  death  ;  should  purge  them  from 
all  ain,  botn  original  uid  actual,  whether  committed  before  or  afwr  believing ; 
and  liaviiiff  fiiithftilly  preserved  them  even  te  the  end,  should  at  lant  brin^ 
them  hiee  mm  erery  spot  and  blemish  to  the  eayvyvMnSL  q£  ^^gsts  vbl  \^%crK^ 
pneHDos  ibr  ever. 
JrCJX.  TbvjHiipoeepraoeediiig&omeyeilMikuii^^ 
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bw  from  the  beginning  of  the  world  to  this  day  been  powerfbll j  aecomplklidl,  < 
and  will  hencclurwanl  still  continue  to  be  accomplished,  notwithstanding 
all  the  ineffectual  opposition  of  the  gates  of  hell:  so  that  the  elect  iu 
due  time  may  be  gathered  together  into  one,  and  that  there  never  may  be 
wanting  a  CJhurch  composed  of  believers,  the  foundation  of  which  is  laid 
in  the  blood  of  Christ,  which  may  steadfastly  love,  and  faithfully  serve  him  as 
their  Saviour,  who  as  a  bridegroom  tor  his  bride^  laid  down  his  life  for  them 
upon  the  cross,  and  which  may  celebrate  his  praises  here  and  through  all  eter- 
/  nity. 

THIRD  AND  FOURTH  HEADS  OF  DOCTRINE. 
M  tit  cocrupKon  8f  man,  ll»  cotibetsfon  to  0folr,  anH  t|^  mamiec 

Art.  I.  MAN  was  originally  formed  after  the  image  of  Ghid.  -  Hii  under- 
standing was  adorned  with  a  true  and  saving  knoWleJee  i;f  his  Creator,  and 
of  spiritual  things  ;  his  heart  and  will  were  uprijiht ;  all  his  afie^ions  puro ; 
and  the  whole  Man  was  holy  :  but  revolting  from  Gkxi  by  the  instigation  of 
the  devil,  and  abusing  the  freedom  of  his  own  will,  he  forfeited  these  exceUont 
gifts ;  and  on  the  contrary  entailed  on  himself  blindness  of  mind,  horrible  dark- 
ness, vanity  and  perverscness  of  judgment ;  became  wicked,  IebelUo^8  and 
obdurate  in  heart  and  will,  and  impure  in  his  affections. 

Art,  II.  Man  after  the  fiill  begat  children  in  his  own  likeness.  A  corrajpt 
stock  produced  a  corrupt  offspring.  Hence  all  the  posterity  of  Adam,  Christ 
only  excepted,  have  derived  corruption  from  their  original  Parent,  not  by 
imitation,  as  the  Pelagians  of  old  asserted,  but  by  tho  propagation  of  a  fioious 
nature. 

Art.  III.  Therefore  all  men  are  conceived  in  sin,  and  by  nature  children  of 
wrath,  incapable  of  any  saving  good,  prone  to  evil,  dead  in  sin,  and  in  bondage 
thereto ;  and  without  the  regenerating  grace  of  the  holy  Spirit,  they  are 
neither  able  nor  willing  to  return  to  God,  to  reform  the  depravity  of  their  nature, 
nor  to  dispose  themselves  to  reformation. 

Art.  IV.  There  remain  however  in  man  sinc^  the  fall,  the  glimmerings  of 
natural  light,  whereby  he  retains  some  knowledge  of  God,  of  natural  thmss, 
and  of  the  difference  between  good  and  evil,  and  discovers  some  regard  lor 
virtue,  good  order  is  society,  and  for  maintaining  an  orderly  external  deport- 
ment.  But  so  far  in  this  fight  of  nature  from  being  sufficient  to  bring  him  to  a 
saving  knowledge  of  God,  and  to  true  conversion,  that  he  is  incapabfe  of  using 
it  ari^t  even  in  things  natural  and  civil.  Nay  farther,  this  light,  such  as  it  is, 
man  m  various  ways  renders  wholly  polluted,  and  holds  it  in  unrighteousness ; 
by  doing  which  he  becomes  inexcusable  before  God. 

Art'  V.  In  the  same  light  are  we  to  consider  the  law  of  the  decalogue,  de- 
livered by  God  to  his  peculiar  people  the  Jews,  by  the  hands  of  Moses.  For 
though  it  discovers  the  greatness  of  sin,  and  more  and  mare  convinces  man 
thereof,  yet  as  it  neither  points  out  a  remedy,  nor  imparts  strenght  to  extricate 
him  from  misery,  and  thus  being  weak  through  the  nesh,  leaves  the  transgres- 
sor under  the  curse,  man  cannot  by  this  law  obtain  saving  grace. 

Art.  VI.  What  therefore  neither  the  light  of  nature,  nor  the  law  could  do, 
that  God  performs  by  the  operation  of  his  holy  Spirit  through  the  word  or  min- 
istry of  reconciliation  :  which  is  the  glad  tidings  concerning  the  Messiah,  by 
means  whereof  it  hath  pleased  God  to  save  such  as  believe,  as  well  under  the 
old,  a.s  under  the  new  testament. 

Ar^.  VIL  This  mystery  of  his  will,God  discovered  to  but  a  small  number 

Wider  the  old  testament ;  undei  i\ie  new^  \ve  i«v«a^&  Yt^sQ&i&Vt  to  many,  without

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end  unmeHted  love  of  Grod.  Hence  they,  to  whom  00  gtes^i  and  so  gracious 
ft  Messing  is  communicated,  above  their  desert,  or  rather  notwithstanding  thsir 
demerits,  are  bound  to  acknowledge  it  with  humble  and  grateful  hearts,  and 
with  the  apostle  to  adore,  not  curiously  to  pry  into  the  severity  and  justice  c^ 
God's  judgments  displayed  in  others,  to  whom  this  grace  is  not  given. 

Art.  YIII.  As  many  as  are  called  by  the  gospel,  are  unfeignedly  called* 
For  God  hath  most  earnestly  and  truly  declar^  in  his  word,  what  wiU  be  ac- 
ceptable to  him ;  namely,  that  all  who  are  called,  should  comply  with  the  invi* 
tation.  He  moreover  seriously  promises  eternal  life  and  rest,  to  as  manyai 
■hall  come  to  him,  and  believe  on  him« 

Art.  IX.  It  is  not  the  fault  of  the  gospel,  nor  of  Christ  offered  therein,  nor 
of  God,  who  calls  men  by  the  gospel^  and  confers  upon  them  various  gif)tS| 
that  those  who  are  called  by  the  ministry  of  the  word,  refuse  to  come,  and  be 
eooTerted,  the  fault  lies  in  themselves  ;  some  of  whom  when  called,  regardless 
«f  their  danger,  reject  the  word  of  life }  others,  though  they  receive  it,  sutl'erit 
Bdt  to  make  a  lasting  impression  on  their  heart ;  therefore,  their  joy,  arising 
•nW  from  a  temporary  faith,  soon  vanishes,  and  they  fall  away  ;  while  others 
ohoke  the  seed  of  the  word  by  perplexing  cares,  and  the  pleasures  of  this  world, 
ftnd  produce  no  fruit.— This  our  Saviour  teaches  in  the  parable  of  the  sower. 
Mat  xiii. 

Art.  X.  But  that  others  who  are  called  by  the  gospel,  obey  the  call,  and  aro 
converted,  is  not  to  be  ascribed  to  the  proper  exercise  of  free  will,  whereby  one 
distinguishes  himself  above  others,  equally  furnished  with  grace  sufficient  for 
fitkh  and  c<Jnversion,  as  the  proud  heresy  of  Pelagius  maintains  ;  but  it  must 
be  wholly  to  Grod,  who  m  he  hath  chosen  his  own  from  eternity  in  Christ,  so 
he  coniers  upon  them  faith  and  repentance,  rescues  them  from  the  power  of 
darkness,  and  translates  them  into  the  kingdom  of  his  own  Son,  that  they 
may  shew  forth  the  praised  of  him,  who  hath  called  them  out  of  darkness  into 
his  marvellous  light ;  and  may  glory  not  in  themselves,  but  in  the  Lord, 
tocording  totUe  testimony  of  the  apostles  in  various  places. 

'  Art*  XL  But  when  God  accomplishes  bis  good  pleasure  in  the  elect,  or 
works  in  them  true  conversion,  he  not  only  causes  the  gospel  to  be  externally 
preached  to  them,  and  powerfully  illuminates  their  minds  by  his  holy  Spirit, 
that  they  may  rightly  understand  and  discern  the.things  of  the  Spirit  of  God } 
but  by  the  elEcacy  of  the  same  regenerating  Spirit,  pervades  the  inmost  reoet- 
■es  (M  the  man  ;  he  opens  the  cIosmI,  and  sralens  the  hardened  heart,  and  cir- 
cumcises that  which  was  uncircumcised,  infuses  new  quaJities  into  the  will, 
which  though  heretofore  dead,  he  quickens,  from  being  evil,  disobedient,  and 
refractory  ;he  renders  it  good,  obedient  and  pliable;  actuates  and  strengthens 
it,  that  like  a  good  tree,  it  may  bring  forth  the  fruits  of  good  actions. 

Art.  XII.  And  this  is  the  regeneration  so  highlv  celebrated  in  scripture^ 
and  denominated  a  new  creation  ;  a  resurrection  ftom  the  dead  ;  a  making 
alive,  which  God  works  in  us  without  our  aid.  But  this  is  no  wise  effected 
merely  by  tbecxtemal  preaching  of  the  gospel,  by  moral  suasion,  or  snch  a  mode 
of  operation,  that  after  God  has  performed  his  part,  it  s^l  remains  in  the  powrr 
of  man  to  lie  reeenemted  or  not,  to  be  converted,  or  to  continue  unconverted  ; 
btit  itis  evidenUy  a  supernatural  work,  most  powerful,  and  at  the  sante  time 
moM  delightful,  astonishing,  mysterious  and  ineffable ;  not  inferior  in  efficacy 
to  creation,  or  the  resurrection  irom  the  dead,  as  the  scripture  inspired  by  the 
author  of  this  work  declares ;  so  that  all  in  whose  hearU  God  works  in  this 
marvellous  manner,  are  certainly,  infallibly  and  effectually  regenerated,  and 
do  actually  believe. — Whereupon  the  will  thus  renewed,  is  not  only  actuated 
and  influenced  by  God,  but  in  consequence  of  this  influence,  becomes  itself 
actim  Wherefore  also,  man  is  himself  rightVj  wai  \a  \m^^^  «s^  ift\Kc^.O^ 
fhttte  of  that  grace  received. 
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Art'  XIII.  The  manner  of  this  operation  cannot  be  fuHy  comprebended 
by  believer*  in  this  lite.  Notwithstanding  whichj  they  rest  aatislied  wkh 
knowing  and  experiencing,  that  by  this  ^raceof  God  they  are  enabled  to  b*- 
fieve  with  the  heart,  and  love  their  Saviour. 

Art.  XIV.  Faith  is  therefore  to  be  consiilered  as  the  gift  of  God,  not  on  ac- 
count of  its  being  otfered  by  God  toman,  to  be  accepted  or  rejected  at  his  plea- 
sure ;  but  because  it  is  in  reality  conferred,  breathed,  and  infused  into  nim ; 
nor  even  because  God  bestows  the  power  or  ability  to  believe,  and  then  expects 
that  man  should,  by  the  exercise  of  his  o^vn  free  will,  consent  to  the  terms  of 
■alvation,  and  actually  believe  in  Christ ;  but  because  he  who  'works  in  man 
both  to  will  and  to  do,  and  indeed  all  things  in  all,  produces  both  the  will  to 
believe^  and  the  act  of  believing  also. 

ArL  XV.  God  is  under  no  obligation  to  confer  this  grace  upon  any;  for 
how  can  he  be  indebted  to  man,  who  had  no  previous  gift  to  bestow,  as  a 
foundation  for  such  recompense  1  Nay,  who  has  nothing  of  his  own  but  sin 
and  falsehood  1  He  therefore  who  becomes  the  subject  of  this  grace,  owes 
et4.rnai  gratitude  to  God,  and  gives  him  thanks  ^r  ever.  Whoever  is  not 
made  partaker  thereof,  is  either  altogether  regudless  of  these  apiritoal  giftii 
and  satisfied  with  his  own  cofoditiun  ;  or,  in  in  no  apprehension  of  dangeVi 
and  vainly  boasts  the  possession  of  that  which  he  has  not.  With  respect  to 
those,  who  make  an  external  profession  of  faith,  and  Uve  regular  hves^  we  are 
bound  after  the  example  of  the  Apostle  to  judge  and  speak  of  them  in  the 
most  ftivorablB  manner.  For  the  secret  recesses  of  the  heart,  are  unknown 
to  us.  And  as  to  others,  who  liave  not  yet  been  called,  it  is  oar  duty  to  pray 
for  them  to  God,  who  calls  the  things  that  are  not,  as  if  they  were.  But  we 
are  ia  no  wise  to  conduct  ounelves  towards  them  whh  haughtiness^  as  if  we 
had  made  ourseiveB  to  difTer. 

Art,  XVi.  But  as  man  by  the  fall  did  not  ceaaa  to  be  a  creature,  endowed 
with  understanding  and  will,  nor  did  sin  which  pervaded  the  whole  race  of 
mankind,  deprive  him  of  the  human  nature,  but  brought  upon  him  depravity, 
and  spiritual  death ;  so  also  this  grace  of  regeneration,  does  not  treat  men  as 
senseless  stocks  and  blocks,  nor  takes  away  their  will  and  its  propeities, 
neither  does  violence  thereto ;  but  spiritually  quickens,  heals,  corrects,  and  at 
the  same  time  sweetly  and  powerfully  bends  it:  that  where  carnal  rebellion 
and  resistance  formerly  prevailed,  a  ready  and  sincere  spiritual  obedience 
begins  to  reign ;  in  which  the  true  and  spiritual  restoration  and  freedom  of 
our  will  consist.  Wherefore,  unless  the  admirable  author  of  every  good  work, 
wrought  in  us,  man  could  have  no  hope  of  recovering  from  his  Tall  by  his 
cwn  free  will,  by  the  abuse  of  which,  in  a  state  of  innocence  he  plunged  hinn 
self  into  ruin. 

Art.  XVU.  As  the  almighty  operation  of  God,  whereby  he  prolongs  and 
supports  this  our  natural  life,  does  not  exclude,  but  requires  the  use  of  means^ 
by  which  God  of  his  infinite  mercy  and  goodness  hath  chosen  to  exert  his 
influence :  so  also  the  beforementioned  supernatural  operation  of  God,  by 
which  we  are  regenerated,  in  no  wise  excludes,  or  subverts  the  use  of  the 
gospel,  which  the  most  wise  God  has  ordained  to  be  the  seed  of  regeneration, 
and  food  of  the  soul.  Wherefore  as  the  apostles,  and  teachers  who  succeeded 
them,  piouidy  instructed  the  people  concerning  this  grace  of  God,  to  his  glory, 
and  the  abasement  of  all  pride,  and  in  the  mean  time  however  neglected  not 
to  keep  them  by  the  sacred  precepts  of  the  gospel  in  the  exercise  of  the  word 
sacraments  and  discipline :  so  even  to  this  day,  be  it  far  from  either  instructors 
nr  instructed  to  presume  to  tempt  God  in  the  Church,  by  separating  what  he 
of  his  good  pleasure  hath  most  intimately  joined  together.  For  grace  is  con- 
ferred by  means  of  admonitions ;  and  the  more  readily  we  perform  our  duty, 
the  more  eminent  usually  is  this  blessing  of  God  working  in  us,  and  the  more 
dbifctly  ia  his  work  advanced  •,  lo  "wYvom  i\otie  «iJX  x\i^  ^orj  \skA.^<\C  mean% 
«/x/  ^/le/r  saving  fruit  and  efficacy  \s  fot  cNct  ^vie.    Attvau,

^  Art.  I.  WHOM  God  calls,  according  to  his  purpose,  to  the  communion  ot 
lam  Son  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  regenerates  by  the  holy  Spirit,  he  deliv- 
ers also  from  the  dominion  and  slavery  of  sin  in  this  life ;  though  not,  alto- 
gether from  the  bod^  of  sin,  and  Irom  the  infirmities  of  the  flesh,  so  long  as 
thej  continue  in  this  world. 

Artt  II.  Hence  spring  daily  sins  of  infirmity,  and  hence  spots  adhere  to 
the  be«t  .works  of  the  saints  ;  which  furnish  them  with  constant  matter  for 
humiliation  before  Qod,  and  flying  for  refuge  to  Christ  crucified ;  for  mortify-  . 
ing  thA  flesh  more  and  more  by  the  spirit  of  prayer,  and  by  holy  exercises  of 

S'^ ;  and  for  pressing  forward  to  the  goal  of  perfection,  till  being  at  length 
tUvered  from  this  body  of  death,  they  are  brought  to  reign  with  the  Lamb 
of  God  ia  heaven. 

Art*  III.  By  reason  of  these  remains  of  indwelling  sin,  and  the  tempta- 
Ikms  of  sin  and  of  the  woiid,  those  who  are  converted  could  not  persevere  in 
m  state  of  grace,  if  left  to  their  own  strength.  But  God  is  feithful,  who  hav- 
ing conferred  grace,  mercifully  confirms,  and  powerfully  preserves  them 
thiorein,  e«  en  to  the  end. 

Art.  IV.  Although  the  weakness  of  the  flesh  cannot  prevail  against  the 
power  of  God,  who  confirms  and  preserves  true  believers  in  a  state  of  grace, 
yet  converts  are  not  alwtjf  so  influenced  and  actuated  by  the  Spirit  of  God,  as 
BOt  in  some  particokr  im^imrnr,  sinfully  to  deviate  firom  the  guidance  of  di- 
vine grace,  so  as  to  be  sedneed  by,  and  comply  with  the  lusts  of  the  flesh : 
diey  must  therefore  be  constant  in  watching  and  prayer,  that  they  be  not  ted 
into  teniptttion.  When  these  ace  neglectal,  they  are  not  only  liable  to  be 
drawn  into  great  and  heinous  sins,  by  satan,  the  world  and  the  flesh,  but  some- 
thnes  by  the  righteous  permission  of  Gbd  actually  fall  into  these  evils.  This, 
the  lamentable  fall  of  David,  Peter,  and  odier  saints  described  in  holy  scrip- 
UiR^  demonstrates. 

Art,  y.  By  such  enormous  sins,  however,  they  very  highly  oflfend  God, 
ioeur  a  deadly  guilt,  grieve  the  holy  Spirit,  interrupt  the  exercise  of  faith, 
^eiy  grievously  wound  their  consciences,  and  sometimes  lose  the  sense, of 
God's  favor,  for  a  time,  until  on  their  returning  into  f he  right  way  by  serious 
repentance,  the  light  of  God's  fatherly  countenance  again  shines  upon  them. 

Art,  y[.  But  God,  who  is  rich  in  mercy,  according  to  his  unchangeable 
purpose  of  election,  does  not  wholly  withdraw  the  hmy  Spirit  from  his  own 
people,  even  in  their  melancholy  falls ;  nor  sufiers  them  to  proceed  so  far  as 
to  Jose  the  grace  of  adoption,  and  forfeit  the  state  of  justification,  or  to  com- 
mit the  sin  unto  death ;  nor  does  he  permit  them  to  be  totally  desorted,  'and  to 
phinge  themselves  into  everlasting  destruction. 

Art,  VII.  For  in  the  first  place,  in  these  fiills  he  preserves  in  them  the 
iaoormptible  seed  of  regeneration  from  perishing,  or  being  totally  lost ;  and 
■gain,  1^  his  word  and  Spirit,  certainly  and  efiectually  renews  them  to  vei>eiH 
tanoe,  to  a  sincere  and  godly  sorrow  for  their  sins,  that  they  may  seek  ana  oh- 
taio  remission  in  the  blood  of  the  Mediator,  may  again  expeiienee  the  ihvour 
of  a  reconciled  God,  through  &ith  adore  his  mercies,  and  beneefivWard  more 
diligently  work  out  their  own  salvation  with  fisar  and  trembling. 

Art»  YlII.  Thus,  it  is  not  in  consequence  of  their  own  mcnts,  or  strength, 
bat  of  God's  free  mercy,  that  they  do  not  totally  fall  from  faith  and  grace,  nor 
continue  and  perish  finally  in  their  backslidings ;  which,  with  respect  to  them- 
selves, is  not  only  possible,  but  would  undoubtedly  happen  ;  but  with  respect 
to  God,  it  is  utterly  impossible,  since  his  counse\  GaivTv<A  \^  <^Ti^^^XkSst.\sa 
pronuMo  fail,  nekber  can  the  call  according  to  Vv\av\rmoii&\A^c^'^^^^x'^^^^ 
taerit,  interc&iaion  and  preservation  of  Christ  \>eieT\u«ei^  VxifcCfc^^Vaai^^M*

Art,  X,  Thb  aaanra  nr  a^  hefwiofer,  it  not  jprodneed  Irf  any  peeaNar  iflda* 
tionconHaiy  tfl^  or  independent  of  the  woid  of  Qod;  Mt  apnugttnmMAu 
in  God'a  pnaniaeai  whi»  lie  hae  nioit  efaonduitly  ravcaM 
eomibrt ;  from  the  teetiniony  of  the  holy  S|iiri^  wttnekung  *  with  our  epirili 
that  we  aieehildien  and  hem  of  God,  Rom.  na»  16 1  andUMlly^  frani  a  ieri> 
00*  and  holy  doMie  to  pneeffve  a  good  eonataenoey  and  fo  perlbtm  good  wotka. 
And  if  the  ekot  of  God  weie  deprifcdd  thia  aoSd  coaJbrt^  that  thaj  ahall

Art.  Xm.  Neither  doea  renewed  confidence  of  peraevering  produce  lioen- 
tioiwnesa,  or  a  diaregard  to  piety  in  thoae  who  are  recovered  from  beckahding  i 
but  it  renJem  them  much  more  careful  and  aolicitoua  to  continue  in  the  waya 
of  the  Lofd^whiohhe  hath  ordained,  that  they  who  wblk  therein  may  main- 
tain an  aaapiinae  of  peraevering,  lest  by  abusing  bis  Fatherly  kindneaa^  God 
ahouki  turn  fway  bia  graoiuua  countenance  iiom  them,  to  behokl  which  ia  to 
the  godly  dearerthan  UliBit  the  withdrawing  whereof  is  more  bitter  than  death  i 
and  thtey  in  ooneequenoe  hereof  should  £dl  into  more  grievoua  tormento  of 
conscience. 

Ari.  XIY.  And  aa  it  hath  pleased  Grod|  by  the  preaching  of  the  goapel,  to 
begin  thia  wofk  of  grace  in  ns,  ao  he-preaervea,  continue^  and  perfects  it  by 
the  bearing  and  ieauing  of  hie  word,  by  meditation  thereon,  and  by  the  exho^ 
tationa,  threateoingn^  and  promiaea  thereof  aa  well  aa  by  the  nae  of  the  aacia- 
ments. 

Art*  XV.  The  carnal  mind  is  unable  to  comprehend  thia  doctrine  oi  the 
peraeveranGe  of  theaainta,  and  the  certainty  thereof  ;^  which  God  hath  meal 
abundantly  mvealad  in  bia  woia),  for  the  glory  of  hia  name,  and  the  consolation 
of  pioua  aoiil%  and  which  hfi  impveaaea  upon  the  hearts  of  the  faithfal :  aatan 
abhors  k ;  the  wotld  ridicalea  it ;  the  ignomnt  and  hypocrito  abuae,  and  here* 
tics  oppose  it ;  but  the  apouae  of  Christ  bath  alwaya  moat  tenderly  loved  and 
constantly  defended  it,  as  an  inestimable  treasure :  and  Grod,  against  whona 
neither  counsel  nor  strength  can  prevail,  will  diapoaeherto  continue  thia  eon* 
duct  to  theend.

CONCLUSION. 


And  thi«  ii  the  perttjiicuous,  simple,  and  ingrenuous  declaration  of  the  or- 
tiuxlox  doctrine  respecting  the  five  articles  which  have  been  controverted  in  the 
Belgic  churches  ;  and  the  rejection  gf  the  errors  ,with  which  they  have  for  somo 
time  been  troubled.  This  doctrine,  the  Synod  judges  to  be  drawn  from  the 
word  of  God,  and  to  be  agreeable  to  the  confessions  of  the  Reformed  churches. 
Whence  it  clearly  appears,  that  some,  whom  such  conduct  by  no  means  be- 
etme,  h^ve  violated  ail  truth,  equity,  and  charity,  in  wishing  to  persuade  the 
pablSc, 

"  That  the  doctrine  of  the  Reformed  churches  concerning  predestination, 
and  the  points  annexed  to  it,  by  its  own  genius  and  necessary  tendency,  leads 
off  the  minds  of  men  from  ail  piety  and  religion ;  that  it  is  an  opiate  adminis- 
tered by  the'flesh  and  the  devil,  and  the  strong  hold  of  satan,  where  he  lies  in 
wait  for  all ;  and  from  which  he  wounds  multitudes,  and  mortally  strikes 
through  many  with  the  darts  both  of  despair  and  security ;  that  it  makes  God 
the  author  of  sin,  unjust,ty ran nical, hypocritical ;  that  it  is  nothing  more  than 
interpolated  Stocism,  Manicheism,  Liberlinism,  Turcism ;  that  it  renders 
men  carnally  secure,  since  they  are  persuaded  by  it  that  nothing  can  hinder 
the  salvation  of  the  elect,  let  them  live  as  they  please ;  and  thererore,  that  they 
may  safely  perpetrate  every  species  of  the  most  atrocious  crimes  ;  and  that,  if 
the  Approbate  should  even  {lerform  truly  oil  the  works  of  the  saints,  their  obe* 
dience  would  not  in  the  least  contribute  to  their  salvation  ;  that  the  same  doc- 
trine teaches,  that  God,  by  a  mere  arbitrary  act  of  his  will,  without  the  least 
respect  or  view  to  any  sin,  has  predestinated  the  greatest  part  of  the  world  to 
eternal  damnation ;  and,  has  created  them  for  this  very  pur^>ose ;  that  in  the 
•ame  manner  in  which  the  election  is  the  fountain  and  cause  of  faith  and 
good  works,  reprobation  is  the  cause  of  unbelief  and  impiety;  that  many 
children  of  the  faithful  are  torn,  guiltless,  from  their  mother's  breasts,  and 
^raanically  plunged  into  hell ;  so  that,  ndther  baptism,  nor  the  prayers  of 
the  church  at  their  baptism,  can  at  all  profit  them."  And  many  otner  things 
ofthesame  kind,  which  the  Reformed  churches  not  only  do  not  acknow- 
ledge, bat  even  detest  with  their  whole  soul.  Wherefore,  this  Synod  of 
Dort,  in  the  name  of  the  Lord,  conjures  at  many  as  piouihf  eaU  upon 
the  name  of  our  Saviour  Jesus  Christ,  to  judge  ofthe  faith  of  toe  Reformed 
charchea,  not  from  the  calumnies  which,  on  every  side,  are  heaped  upon  it ; 
nor  firom  the  private  expressions  of  a  few  among  ancient  and  modem  teachers, 
often  dishonestly  quoted,  or  corrupted,  and  wrested  to  a  meaning  quite  foreign 
to  their  intention  ;  but  from  the  public  confessions  of  the  «harphe<i  thempelv«i, 
and  from  this  declaration  ofthe  orthodox  doctrine,  oonfirmed  by  the  unani- 
mous consent  of  all  and  each  of  the  members  of  the  whole  Synod*  Moreover, 
the  Synod  warns calumniatora  themselves,  to  consider  the  terrible  judgment  of 
God  which  awaits  them,  for  bearing  &lse  witness  against  the  confessions  of  so 
many  churches,  for  distressing  the  consciences  of  the  vfevik ;  i|nd  for  labouring 
to  render  suspected  the  society  of  the  truly  faithful.  Fiqq^y,  this  Synod 
oxhortaall  their  brethren  in  the  gospel  of  Christ,  ^  conduct  ihem^lyes  pious- 
ly and  religiously  in  handling  this  doctrine,  both  in  tl^e  i^niveirsities  and 
4murches ;  to  direct  it,  as  well  in  discourse,  as  ip  writing,  to  the  gloiy  ofthe 
Divine  Name,  to  holiness  of  life,  and  to  ^he  consolation  of  afflicted  spuls ;  to 
ngulate,  by  the  scripture,  according  to  the  analogy  of  faith,  not  only  tt^eir  sen- 
timents, but  alfo  their  language ;  and,  loc^hstf^n  from  all  Uiose  phrases  which 
ozceed  the  limits  necessary  to  be  obseryed  in  ascertaining  the  genuine  sense 
of  the  holv  scriptures.;  and  may  furnish  indolent  sophists  with  a  just  pretext 
fat  violently  assailing,  or  even  vUifyiiuSt  %k^  doctrine  of  the  Reformed  churches.

O  ETERNAL  God,  and  mart  merciful  Father,  wc  liambly  prafArate  our- 
•elves  before  thy  high  majesty,  against  which  we  have  b6  often  and  grievously 
ofiended ;  and  acknowledge,  if  thou  ahouldst  enter  into  Judgment  with  us, 
that  we  have  deserved  nothing  but  eternal  death ;  fi>r  besides  that  we  all  are 
by  original  aio,  unclean  in  thy  eight  aDd;«bi}dren  of  wrath,  coiieeived  in  sm 
and  brought  forth  in  iniquity,  where^  idf  manner  of  evil  lusta^  atrivintf 
against  thee  and  our  neigu>our,  dwell  within  us ;  we  have  also  indee{ 
frequently  and  without  end^  transgressed  thy  precept^  neglected  what  thou 
hast  commanded  us,  and  done  what  thou  hast  expressly  foitodden  ua.  We 
have  strayed  like  sheep,  and  have  greatly  offended  against  thee^  which  we 
ackriowkMlge,  and  are  heartily  sorry  for ;  nay,  we  confess  to  our  ahame.  and 
to  the  praise  of  thy  mercy  towanis  us,  that  our  sins  are  more  than  the  nairs 
of  our  bead,  and  that  we  are  indebted  ten  thousand  talents^  but  not  able  to 
pay.  Wherefore  we  are  not  worthy  to  be  called  thy  children ;  nor  to  hrt  up 
our  eyes  towards  heavoL  to  pour  out  our  ^yers  before  thee.  Nevertfaefeas^ 
O  Lord  God,  and  mereirai)  Father,  knowing  that  thou  dost  not  desire  the 
death  of  a  sinner,  but  that  he  may  turn  from  his  wickednees  and  live;  and 
Chait  thy  mercy  is  infinite,  which  thou  showest  unto  thoae,  who  return  to  thee ; 
we  heartily  call  upon  thee,  trusting  in  our  Mediator  Jesus  Christ,  who  ie  that 
Lamb  4>f  ^od,  that  taketh  away  toe  sins  of  the  world,  and  we  beaeeeh  theci 
to  cominiaerate  our  infirmity,  forgiving  us  all  our  sine  fiir  Chriat'a  aake.

A  Prayer  on  the  Lord?»  Day^  after  Sermon, 

ALMIGHTY  and  merciful  God,  we  acknowledge  in  ourselves,  and  con- 
fess before  thee,  as  the  truth  is,  that  we  are  not  worthy  to  lift  up  our  eyes 
towards  heaven,  and  to  present  our  prayers  before  thee,  if  thou  shouldst  re- 
spect our  merits  and  worthiness :  for  our  consciences  accuse  us,  and  our  sins 
bear  witness  against  us;  we  also  know,  that  thou  art  a  righteous  judge, 
punishing  the  sins  of  those,  who  transgress  thy  commandments.  But,  O 
Lord,  since  thou  hast  commanded  us  to  call  upon  thee  in  all  times  of  necessi^, 
and  hast  of  thine  ineffable  mercy  promised  to  hear  our  prayers,  not  because 
of  our  merits  (which  are  none^  but  for  the  merits  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
whom  thou  hast  appointed  to  be  our  Mediator  and  Advocate:  wherefore  we 
forsake  all  other  help,  and  take  our  refuge  to  thy  mercy  alone. 

Especially,  O  Lord,  besides  the  innumerable  benefits,  which  thou  showett 
to  all  mankmd  in  general  on  earth,  thou  hast  in  particular  bestowed  manifold 
favours  on  us,  which  we  are  not  capable  to  comprehend  or  express :  for  thou 
hast  delivered  us  from  the  woful  slavery  of  the  devil,  and  all  idolatry,  wherein 
we  were  -held,  and  hast  brought  us  to  the  light  of  thy  truth,  and  to  the  know- 
ledge of  thy  Huly  Gospel.    On  the  contrary,  we  have  by  our  ingratitude 
been  regardless  of  these  thy  benefits,  we  have  departed  from  thee,  and  have 
followed  our  own  devices,  not  honouring  thee  as  was  our  bounden  duty  to  do. 
Thus  have  we,  O  Lord,  grievously  sinned,  and  highly  offended  thee,  and  can 
expect  nothing  else  than  everlasting  death  and  damnation,  if  thou  shouldst 
deal  with  us  according  to  our  deserts.    Yea,  wu  also  perceive,  O  Lord,  by  the 
chastisement,  which  thou  daily  art  inflicting  on  us,  that  thou  art  justly  dis- 
pleased with  us.    For  since  thou  art  just,  thou  wilt  punish  no  man  without 
cause,  and  we  also  see  thine  hand  stretched  out  further  to  punish  us.    But 
though  thou  didst  punish  us  more  severely  than  thou  bast  hitherto  done,  nay, 
though  all  the  plagueis  fell  upon  us,  wherewith  thou  didst  visit  the  sins  of  thy 
peopte  Israel,  we  must  still  confew  that  thou  wouldst  do  us  no  injustice.    But, 
O  Lord,  thou  art  our  God,  and  we  are  but  dust  and  ashes:  Thou  art  our 
Creator,  and  we  are  thy  handy  work :  thou  art  our  Shepherd,  and  we  are  thy 
dieep :  thou  art  our  Redeemer,  and  we  are  those  whom  thou  has  redeemed. 
Thou  art  pur  Father,  and  we  are  thy  children  and  heirs.    Therefore  do  not 
punish  us  in  thine  anger,  but  chastise  r.s  mercifully,  and  preserve  that  work, 
which  thou  hast  of  thy  mercy  begun  in  us,  that  the  whole  world  may  know 
•ad  acknowledge  thee  to  be  our  God  and  Saviour.    Thy  people  Israel  fre- 
quently offended  thee,  and  thou  didst  justly  punish  them ;  but  as  oft  as  they 
turned  themselves  again  to  thee,  thou  didst  always  mercifully  receive  them 
into  favour.    And  though  their  sins  and  transgressions  were  ever  so  greati 
thou  didst  always  avert  thy  wrath  and  punishment  prepared  for  them,  by

Bless  all  placed  in  authority  throqghont  thestatsny 
and  especially  io  the  state  wherein  we  rpside;  the  Governor  of  the  states  the 
Magistrates,  and  all  others  entrusted  with  powers,  either  legislative  or  execu- 
tive.— Replenish  them  with  all  thy  ^race  and  heavenly  gifts,  each  in  his 
respective  callinfr  and  state,  wherein  thou  hast  placed  him,  that  they  may 
wisely  govern,  and  strenooosly  protect  the  people,  whom  thou  hast  commitled 
la  fheir  carey  faithfully  defend  thy  worship  and  rightly  adniinister  justice :

.eooi  heAve  God.  In  like  manner,  when  wearebeptiMd  iii  the  name  of  the 
BotyGhoet,  the  Holy  Ghoii  aenirea  oa.  by  thie  holy  aaerament,  that  he  will 
dwefl  in  na,  wad  aancufy  ue  to  be  membere  of  Chriet,  ap|dying  onto  m^  that 
which  we  have  in  Chiirt,  namely,  the  washing  away  of  Sif  ainsi  and  the  deily 
lenewinff  of  our  lives,  till  we  shall  finally  be  presented  without  spot  or  wrinkle 
■mong  the  assembly  of  the  elect  in  life  eternal. 

Tiiirdhh  Whereas,  in  all  covenants,  there  are  contained  twoparta:  there- 
Ibre  are  we  by  GKid  through  baptinoi,  admonished  of|  and  obliged  unto  new  obe- 
Aence,  namely,  that  we  diBave  to  this  one  God,  Father,  Son,  and  Holy  Ghost; 
that  we  trust  m  him,  and  love  him  with  all  our  hearts,  with  all  our  souli^ 
with  all  our  mind,  and  with  all  our  strength ;  that  we  forsake  the  world,  cm- 
eify  our  old  nature,  and  walk  in  a  now  snd  holy  life. 

And  if  we  sometimes  through  weakness  foil  into  sin,  we  must  not  therefoie 
desiwir  of  God*s  mercy,  nor  coudnue  in  sin, '  since  baptism  is  a  seal  and  un* 
doubted  teatimony,  that  we  have  an  eienial  covenant  of  grace  with  God. 

And  although  our  young  children  do  not  understand  these  ihinffs,  we  may 
not  therefore  eiclude  them  from  baptsim,  for  as  they  are  without  their  know- 
ledge, partakers  of  the  condemnation  jn  Alfiiik ;  mart  they  again  received  onfe 
gTMe  in  Christ ;  as  God  speakclh  unto  Abrpliam  the  &tber  of  all  the  iUthA^ 
and  therefore  unto  ua  and  our  children^ — Gen.  zvIL  7,  saying,  "  I  vnll  estabfisi 
my  covenant  bc^een  me  and  thee,  and  thy  seed  after  thce^  in  their  generatioi|i, 
for  an  everlasting  covenant;  to  be  a  God  unto  thee,- and  to  thy  seed  af^ir 
thee."  This  aliK>  the  apostle  Peter  testifieth,  with  these  wordsj  Acts  ii.  99^ 
"For  the  promise  is  uuto  you,  and  to  your  children,  and  to  all  that  are  afor  aS^ 
even  as  many  as  the  Lord  our  God  shall  call."  Therefore  God  formerly 
eommanded  them  to  be  circumcised,  whicK  was  a  seal  of  the  covenant,  and  « 
the  righteousness  of  &ith  :  sod  therefore  Christ  also  embraced  them,  laid  hit 
li^iids  upon  them  and  blessed  them  :  Mark,  chap.  z.

An  Exhortation  to  the  ParentM^  and  those  Vfho  come  tnth  them  to  BaptiMm* 

BELOVED  in  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  you  have  heard  that  baptism  is  an 
ordinance  of  God,  to  seal  unto  us  and  to  our  seed  his  covenant,  therefore  it 
must  be  used  for  that  end,  and  not  out  of  custom  or  superstition.  That  it  may 
then  be  manifest,  that  you  are  thus  minded,  you  are  to  answer  sincerely  to 
these  questions. 

First.  Whether  you  acknowledge,  that  although  our  children  are  conceived 
and  born  in  sin,  and  therefore  are  subject  to  all  miseries,  yea,  to  condemnation 
itself;  yet  that  they  are  sanctified*  in  Christ,  and  therefore,  as  members  of  hii

Thirdly.  Whether  you  promise  and  intend  to  see  these  children,  whei 
eometothe  years  of  discretion,  (whereof  thou  art  either  parent  or  witnaia] 
instructed  and  brought  up  in  the  aforesaid  doctrine,  or  help  or  cause  them  U 
Ue  instructed  therein,  to  the  utmost  of  your  power)    Anstoer*    Yes. 

Then  the  minister  of  God's  word,  in  baptizing,  shall  say,  N.  I  baptise  thea 
in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost.    Amen

And 
after  the  taoie  manner,  also,  he  took  the  cup,  when  he  hfld  supped,  aaying, 
this  cup  is  ilio  new  testament  in  my  blood  ;  this  do  ye,  as  olt  as  ye  drink  it, 
in  remembrance  ot  me :  for  as  oft  as  ye  eat  this  breatif,  and  drink  this  cup^  ye 
do  show  the  Lord's  death  till  he  come.  Wherefore,  whosoever  shall  eat  this 
bread,  and  drink  this  cup,  of  the  Lord  unworthily  shall  be  guilty  of  the  body 
and  blood  of  the  Lord.  But  let  a  man  examine  himself,  and  so  let  him  eat  of 
that  bread,  and  drink  of  that  cup ;  for  he  thateateth  and  drinketh  unworthily, 
cateth  and  drinketh*  damnation  to  himself,  nut  discerning  the  Lord's  body."— 
Thai  we  may  now  celebrate  the  supper  of  the  Lord  to  our  comfort,  it  it 
above  all  tilings  necessary. 

First.  Rightly  to  examine  ourselves. 

Secondly.  To  direct  it  to  that  end,  ibr  which  Christ  hath  ordained  and 
instituted  the  same,  namely,  to  his  remembrance.  The  trae  examination 
of  ourselves,  consists  of  these  three  parts. 

Pir»t.  That  every  one  consider  by  himself,  his  sins  and  the  curse  doe  te 
him  fot  them,  to  the  end  that  he  may  abhor  and  humble 'himself  before  GU)d : 
considering  that  the  wrath  of  God  against  sin  is  so  great,  that  (rather  than 
it  should  ^o  unpunished)  he  hath  punished  the  same  in  his  beloveil  Son  Jesus 
Christ,  with  the  bitter  and  shameful  death  of  the  cross. 

Secondly.  That  every  one  examine  his  own  heart,  whether  he  doth 
believe  this  fiiithful  promise  of  God,  thit  all  his  sins  are  forgiven  him,  only 
lor  the  sake  of  the  passion  and  death  of  Jesus  Christ,  and  that  the  perfect 
ijighteousness  of  Christ  is  imputed  and  freely  given  him  as  his  own,  yea.  so 
perfectly,  as  if  he  had  satisfied  in  his  own  person  for  all  his  sins,  and  folnlled 
wiX  rightflousness. 

YhireUy.  That  every  one  examine  his  own  conscience,  whether  he 
pnrposeth  bcneeforth  to  show  true  thankfulness  to  God  in  his  whole  life,  and 
Ip  walk  uprightly  before  him ;  as  also,  whether  he  hath  laid  aside  unfeignedly 
•11  enmity,  hatrfCd,  and  envy,  and  doth  firmly  resolve  henceforward  to  walk 
in  true  love  and  peace  with  his  neighbour. 

All  those,  then,  who  are  thus  disposed,  God  will  certainly  receive  in  mercy, 
and  count  them  worthy  partakers  of  the  table  of  his  son  Jesus  Christ.  On 
the  contrary,  those  who  do  not  feel  this  testimony  in  their  hearts^  eat  and 
4rink  judgment  to  themselves. 

Therefore,  we  also,  according  to  the  command  of  Christ  and  the  Apostle 
PanI,  admonish  all  those  who  are  defiled  with  the  followings  sins,  to  keep 
Ibemselves  from  the  table  of  the  Lord,  and  declare  to  them  that  they  have  no 
part  of  the  kingdom  of  Christ ;  such  as  all  idolaters,  all  those  who  invoke 
ScoMsed  saints,  angel^  or  other  creatures ;  all  those  who  worship  images ; 
jtU  enchanters,  diviners,  charmers,  and  those  who  confide  in  such  en- 
^ehantments ;  al!  damisers  of  GUxi  and  his  word,  and  of  the  holy  sacraments ; 
41  blasphemers  ;  nUthoae  who  are  given  to  raise  discofd,  sects,  and  mutiny, 
in  church  or  state ;  all  perjured  persons ;  all  those  who  are  disobedient  to  their 
parents  and  superion ;  all  mMrderers,  contentious  persons,  and  those  who  live 
in  hatred  and  envy  against  their  neighbours  ;  all  adulterers,  whoremonsers^ 
idmnkards,  thieves,  usurers,  robbers,  gamesters,  covetous,  and  all  who  lead 
Afiensive  lives. 

All  these,  while  they  continue  in  such  sins,  shall  abstain  from  this  meat 
{which  Chnst  hath  omained  only  for  the  faithful)  lest  their  judgment  anj 
iDondemnation  be  made  the  heavier.  But  this  is  not  designed  (dearly  belov«dL

jKmL  And  whereas  we  can  have  no  good  of  ourselves,  let  us,  praising  and 
naffnifying  the  Lord  Almighty,  implore  his  mercy,  saying, 
^GRACIOUS  God  and  Father,  we  thank  thee,  through  Jesus  Christ  that 
tfaoa  hast  been  pleased  to  ^ve  this  our  fellow  brother  repentance  unto  life, 
md  oa  cause  to  rejoice  in  his  conTendon.  We  beseech  thee,  show  him  thy 
neicy,  that  he  may  become  mon  and  more  assured  in  his  mind  of  the  re- 
ausion  of  his  nns,  and  that  he  may  receive  from  thence  inexpressible  joy 
ind  delight,  to  serve  thee*  And  whereas  he  hath  heretofore  by  his  sins 
jfiended  many,  grant  that  he  may,  by  his  conversion,  edify  many.  Grant 
ilea  that  he  may  steadfastly  walk  in  thy  ways,  to  the  end :  and  may  we  learn 
bom  thb  example,  that  vrith  thee  is  mercy,  that  thou  mayest  be  £eared ;  and 
that  we,  counting  him  for  our  brother  and  co-heir  of  life  eternal,  may  jointly 
lerve  thee  with  miai  fear  and  obedience  all  the  days  of  our  life,  through  Jesus 
Christ  our  Loid,  in  whose  name  we  thus  conclude  our  praver — Oua 
Patuab,  &C.

BELOVED  brethren)  it  is  known  unto  you,  thai  we  have  Inow  st  three 
fifferent  times  published  the  name  of  our  brother  N.  here  present,  to  learn 
frhether  any  person  had  aught  to  offer  concennng  his  doctrine  or  lifb,  why 
!ie  might  not  be  ordained  to  the  ministry  of  the  word*  And  wfaereair  no  one 
3ath  appeared  before  us,  who  hath  atleged  any  thing  lawfial  against  hi»  per- 
lon^  we  shall  therefore  at  present,  in  the  name  of  the  Lord;  proceed  to  hia 
>rdination ;  for  which  purpose,  you  N.  and  all  those  who  are  here  presenty 
ihall  first  attend  to  a  short  declaxatioa  taken  from  the  word  of  God,  touching 
he  instiiutbn  and  the  oflSoe  of  paaton  and  ministers  of  God*s  word ;  where, 
n  the  first  place  you  are  to  obaem^  that  God  onr  heavenly  Father,  willing 
o  oJi  and  gather  a  church  from  cmoiiffst  the  oormpt  race  of  men  unto  lira 
itemal,  doth  by  a  particular  mark  of  his  nvoor  uae  the  ministry  of  men  theron* 

Therefore,  PanJ  saith,  that  die  Lord  Jeaus  Christ  hAlH  gVeea  %vrnA  v^m* 
far  and  tome  prtfphete^  and  eome  evon^^tUtta,  oewd  some  ^poatorra  oaxA  i^xtw\»* 
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tera ;  for  the  perfecting  of  the  aainU.for  the  vork  of  the  miniatiy,Jifr  thi 
edifying  of  the  body  of  Christ,  Here  we  sec  that  the  holy  Apoitla  tmong 
otiier  thins^  saith,  that  the  psustoFal  office  is  an  institution  of  Chriat. 

What  this  holy  olHce  enjoins,  may  easily  be  gathered  from  the  very  mme 
itself;  for  as  it  is  the  duty  of  a  common  shepherd,' to  feed,  guide,  protect  uid 
rule  the  (lock  Ci)mmitted  to  his  charge ;  so  it  is  with  regard  to  these  spiritual 
shepherds,  who  arc  set  over  the  church,  which  God  t»illcth  vnto  satvmtioiip 
and  counts  as  sheep  of  his  pasture.  The  pasture,  with  which  tbeee  iheep 
are  fed,  is  nothing  ci«K!  hut  the  preaching  of  the  gospel,  accompanied  with 
prayer,  and  the  admini-stration  of  the  holy  sacraments ;  the  aume  word  of 
uod  is  likewise  the  staff'  with  which  the  flock  is  guided  and  ruled,  comequent- 
ly  it  is  evident,  that  the  office  of  pastors  and  ministers  of  God's  ?rord  ^ 

First.  That  they  faithfully  explain  to  their  flock,  the  word  of  the  Lord, 
revealed  by  the  writings  of  ine  prophets  and  the  apoetlef;  -and  apply  the 
same  as  well  in  general  as  in  particular,  to  the  edification  of  the  nearen ; 
instructing,  admonishing,  comforting,  and  reproving,  according  to  ereiy  one's 
need;  preaching  repentance  towards  God,  and  reconciliation  with  him 
through  faith  in  Christ ;  and  refuting  with  the  Holy  Scriptures^  all  schisms 
and  heresies  which  are  repugnant  to  the  pure  doctrine.  All  tbb  is  clearly 
signified  to  us  in  holy  writ,  for  the  Apostle  Paul  saith,  that  these  labour  in 
the  word ;  and  elsewhere  he  teachcth,  that  this  must  be  done  according  to 
the  measure  or  rule  of  faith ;  he  writes  also,  that  a  pastor  must  hold  fast 
and  rightly  divide  the  faithful  and  sincere  word  which  is  according  to  the 
doctrine :  likewise,  he  thai  prophesielh  (that  is,  preacheth  God's  wonf)«peaAy 
eth  unto  nicn  to  edification^  and  exhortation  and  comfoTt :  in  another  place  he 
proposes  himself  as  a  pattern  to  pastors,  declaring  that  he  hath  piublicty^  and 
from,  house  to  house  taught  and  testifed  repentance  towards  Qod^  and  faith 
towards  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ:  hut  particularly  we  have  a  clear  description 
of  the  oifico,  and  ministers  of  God's  word,  2  Corinth,  chap.  5.  18, 19,  and  20th 
verses,  where  the  apostle  thus  spcakcth,  "And  all  things  arc  of  God,  who 
hath  reconciled  us  to  himself  by  Jesus  Christ,  and  hath  given  to  us  Tnamely, 
to  the  apostles  and  pastors)  the  ministry  of  reconciliation ;  to  wit,  tnat  God 
was,  ii:  Christ,  reconciling  the  world  unto  himself,  not  imputing  their  tres- 
passes unto  them,  and  luith  committed  unto  us  the  word  of  reconciliation. 
Now  then  we  are  ambassadors  for  Christ,  as  though  God  did  beseech  you  by 
us;  we  pray  you  in  Christ's  stead,  be  ye  reconciled  to  God."  Concerning 
the  refutation  of  false  doctrine,  the  same  apostle  saith,  Tit.  1.9,  "That  a 
minister  must  hold  fast  the  faithful  word  of  God,  that  he  may  be  able  by 
sound  doctrine,  both  to  exhort  and  convince  the  gainsayers." 

Secondly.  It  is  the  oflTice  of  the  ministers,  publicly  to  call  upon  the  name 
of  the  Lord  in  behalf  of  the  whole  congregation ;  for  that  which  the  apostles 
say,  we  will  give  oursetves  continually  to  prayer ^  and  to  the  ministry  of  the 
wordy  is  common  to  these  pastors  with  the  apostles;  to  which  St.  Paul  allud- 
ing, thus  speaketh  to  Timothy :  "  I  exhort  therefore,  that  first  of  all,  supplica- 
tions, prayers,  intercessions,  and  giving  of  thanks,  be  made  for  all  men;  for 
kings,  and  for  all  that  arc  in  authority,"  &c.  1  Tim.  2.  1  and  2. 

Thirdly.  Their  office  is,  to  administer  the  sacraments,  which  the  Lord  hath 
instituted  as  soals  of  his  ^ace :  as  is  evident  from  the  command  given  b} 
Christ  to  the  ajwstles,  and  m  them  to  all  pastors,  baptize  Ihem  in  the  name  oft^ 
Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost.     Likewise,  yor  I  have  rece' 
ed  of  the  Lord  that  which  also  I  delivered  unto  you^  that  the  Lord  Jesus  the 
same  night  in  which  he  was  betrayed^  df*c. 

Finallyf  it  is  the  duty  of  the  ministers  of  the  word,  to  keep  the  church  of 
Gvd  in  good  discipline,  and  lo  coveiu  Vl  va  svxcJci^  vaa^uner  as  the  Lord  hath 
ordained  ;  for  Christ  having  spSiteo^VVveCVvfvaXA^ai^Y^v^^ 
ilea,  whatsoever  ye  sJuill  bind  on  earlK,  sHoXl  be  WvltxA  m-Kwwwu    feoA^^s^ 
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wdl  bftfv  Uw  mlniiten know  Ikow  to  rale  their  own  bonnynnee tbey  other* 
Yfuo  neither  cen  provide  for,  nur  rule  the  church  of  God.  This  ii  the  reafon 
why  the  paston  are  in  scripture  called,  tUwardaof  Ood^  ajid  biahopa.  that  is 
oveneen  and  watchmen,  for  they  have  tbe  oveni£[ht  of  the  house  of  Goc^  where- 
in they  are  conveiaaot,  to  tbe  end,  that  every  thing  niay  be  transacted  with 
ffood  order  and  decency  ;  and  also  to  open  and  shot,  with  the  key9  of  the  king- 
oom  of  iiMven  committed  to  them,  accordipg  to  the  charge  given  tiiem  by 
God. 

From  theae  things  may  be  learned,  what  a  glorious  work  the  ministerial 
jOlBce  is,  ao  ^[nat  tffings  are  eJOTfcted  by  il ;  yea,  how  highly  necessary  it  is  for 
man's  salvation,  which  is  also  the  reason  why  the  Lord  will  have  such  an  office 
alwavsto  remain :  for  Christ  said  when  he  sent  forth  his  apostles  to  officiate  in 
tbia  holy  function,  Lo,  Jam  always  with,  you,  even  unio  the  end  qfthe  world  | 
wiiere  we  aee  his  pleasure  is,  that  this  holy  office  (for  the  persons  to  whom  ho 
here  speaketh  could  not  live  to  the  end  of  the  world)  should  always  be  main- 
tained on  earth.  And  therefore  Paul  ezhorteth  1  imothy,  To  commit  that 
which  he  had  heard  of  him,  to  faithful  men,  who  are  able  to  teach  others,  as 
he  also,  having  ordained  Titus  minister,  further  commanded  him,  to  ordain 
elders  in  every  city.    Tit.  1.  5. 

Forasmuch,  therefore  as  we,  for  the  maintainuig  of  this  office  in  the  church 
of  God,  are  now  to  ordain  a  new  minister  of  the  word,  and  having  sufficiently 
■poke  of  tbe  office  of  such  persons,  therefore  you  N.  shall  answer  to  the  follow- 
ing queftions,  which  shall  be  proposed  to  you,  to  the  end  that  it  may  appear 
to  ail  here  presenl^  that  you  are  inclined  to  accept  of  this  office  aa  abovo 
described. 

I\rtt»  1  ask  thee,  whether  thou  feelest  in  thy  heart  that  thou  art  lawfully 
called  of  God's  church,  and  therefore  of  God  himself^  to  this  holy  ministry  7 

Secondly,  Whether  thou  dost  believe  the  books  of  tbe  Old  and  New  Tea- 
tament  to  be  the  only  word  of  God,  and  tbe  perfect  doctrine  unto  salvation, 
and  doth  reject  all  doctrines  repugnant  thereto  1 

.  Thirdly,  Whether  thou  dost  promise  faithftilly  to  diachargetby  o^^  ao- 
eording  to  the  aame  doctrine  aa  above  described,  and  to  adorn  it  wit^  :  godly 
fife ;  dao,  to  submit  thyself  in  case  thou  sbouldat  become  deUnque'  ather  in 
life  or  doctrine,  to  ecclesiastical  admonition,  according  to  the  public  tjirtfinance 
of  the  churchea  1 

Answer.    Yea,  truly,  with  all  my  heart. 
TTien  the  minister,  wlu)  did  demand  those  questions  of  him,  and  other  minis* 

ters  who  are  present,  sliall  lay  their  hands*  on  his  head,  and  say, 

OOD  onr  heavenly  Father,  who  hath  called  thee  to  tbia  holy  ministry, 
enlighten  thee  with  his  Hcly  Spirit,  strengthen  thee  with  his  hand,  and  so 
govern  thee  in  thy  ministiy,  that  thou  mayest  decently  and  firuitfuUy  walk 
therein,  to  the  glory  of  bia  name,  and  the  propagation  of  the  kingdom  of  his 
Son  Jesus  Chnst  Amen- 
Then  the  Minister  shaU,  from  the  pulpit,  exhort  (he  ordained  Minister,  and 

the  congregation,  in  thefbllowing  manner : 

"  TAKE  heed,  therefore,  beloved  brother,  and  fellow-servant  in  Christ, 
unto  yourself  and  to  all  the  flock,  over  which  the  Holy  Ghoat  hath  made  you 
overseer,  to  feed  thechurch  of  God  which  he  hath  porchaaed  with  his  own  blood: 
love  Christ,  and  feed  his  sheep,  taking  the  overs^^ht  of  them  not  by  constraint, 
but  willingly  :  not  for  ffithy  lucre,  bat  of  a  ready  mind,  nehher  as  being  lord 
over  God's  heritage,  but  aa  an  example  to  the  flock.  Be  an  example  of  belie- 
vers, in  word,  in  conversation,  in  charity,  in  spirit^in  £uth,  in  purity.  Give 
attendance  to  readings  toexhortation,  todoctrine.    Neglect  not  the^  thatia

FOR  ORDAINING  ELDERB  AND  DEACONS, 

When  ordained  at  the  tame  time.    But  if  they  are  ordained  aeparai^gf 
thiejbrm  ehall  he  u$ed  ob  occanon  requires, 

BELOVED  Christians,  you  know  that  we  have  aeveral  timea  pnbfiahed 
unto  you  the  names  of  our  brethren  here  present,  who  are  chuaen  to  the  office 
of  elders  and  deacons  in  this  church,  to  the  end  that  we  might  know  whether 
any  person  had  aught  to  allege,  why  they  should  not  be  ordained  in  thrir 
jns/iective  offices ;  and  whereas  no  oniB  hath  appeared  beibie  us,  #fao  hath 
Mti^ged  any  thing  lawful  againiiihem,  we  shall  therefore  at  pment,  In  the 
ABizie  of  ehe  I^id,  proceed  to  iheit  oTdiuaitMin. 
But  £nt,  voOf  who  are  to  be  ordauiie^  axvi  vaX^&tfMn^n^ 
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■lall  attend  to  t  ■hurt  deelamtion  from  tbe  woid  of  God  eoncernine  the  in* 
•titalbn  and  the  office  of  elders  and  deaeons  :  ot  the  elders  is  to  be  observed, 
tlMft  the  word  elder  or  eldest  (which  it  taken  out  of  the  Old  Testanient,and 
irignifieth  a  person  who  is  placed  in  an  honourable  office  of  government  over 
otoen)  is  appfied  to  two  sorts  of  persons  who  administer  in  the  church  of  JesuH 
Christ :  for  the  apostle  saith,  '*  the  elders  that  rule  well,  shall  be  counted 
wofthy  of  double  honour,  especially  they  who  labour  in  the  word  and  doctrine.'* 
Hence  it  is  evident  that  there  were  two  sorts  of  elders  in  the  apostolic  church, 
the  former  whereof  did  labour  in  the  word  and  doctrine,  and  the  latter  did  not. 
The  first  were  the  ministers  of  the  word  and  pastors,  who  preached  the  gos- 
pel and  adminktered  the  sacraments ;  but  the  others,  who  did  not  labour  in 
tlie  word,  and  still  did  serve  in  the  church,  bore  a  particolar  ottce,  namely, 
thev  had  the  oversight  of  the  church,  and  ruled  the  same  with  the  ministem 
4>f  the  word  :  for  Paul,  Rom.  chap,  l^  bavins  spoke  of  the  ministry  of  the 
word,  and  also  of  the  office  of  distribution  or  deacooshi|),  speaketh  afbBrwarda 
Miticularly  of  this  office,  saying  .  '*  he  th*it  ruleth,  let  him  doit  with  diligence:*' 
ukiewise,  in  another  place,  ne  counts  government  among  the  gifts  and  uffioea 
vhkh  God  hath  instituted  in  the  church :  1  Cor.  1%  Thus  we  see  that 
these  sorts  of  ministers  are  added  to  the  others  who  preach  the  gospel,  to  aid 
and  assist  them,  as  in  the  okl  testament  the  common  Levites  were  to  the  priests 
in  the  service  of  the  tabernacle,  in  those  things  which  they  could  not  perfcnrm 
afone  :  notwithstanding  the  offices  always  remained  distinct  one  fiom  the 
other.  Moreover  it  is  proper  that  such  men  should  be  joined  to  the  miniscem 
of  the  word  in  the  government  of  the  church,  to  tbe  end,  that  thereby  ail  tyranny 
.and  lording  may  be  kept  out  of  the  church  of  God,  which  may  sooner  creep 
in,  when  the  government  is  placed  in  the  hands  of  one  akme,  or  of  a  very 
fow.  And  thus  the  nunisters  of  the  word,  together  with  the  elders,  form  a 
body  or  assembly,  bein£  aa  a  oooncil  of  the  church,  representing  the 
whole  church ;  to  which  Christ  aUndes  when  he  saitb,  **  Tell  the  church" 
—which  can  in  no  wise  ba  nndantood  of  aU  and  every  member  of  the 
chureh  in  partioular,  but  very  properiy  of  those  who  govern  the  church, 
out  of  which  they  are  chooeen. 

Therefore  in  the  first  place,  the  office  of  the  elders  is^  together  with  the 
ministers  of  the  word,  to  take  the  oversight  of  the  church,  which  is  committed 
to  them,  and  diliffentJy  to  look,  whether  every  one  properly  deports  himself  in 
Ilia  confession  anu  conversation ;  to  admonish  those,  who  behave  themselves  dis- 
oideriy,  and  to  prevent,as  much  as  possible,  the  sacraments  firom  being  pro- 
fiued ;  also  to  act  (according  to  the  Christian  discipline)  against  the  impeni- 
tent and  to  receive  the  penitent  again  into  the  bosom  of  the  church,  as  doth 
not  only  appear  from  the  above  mentioned  saying  of  Christ,  but  also  from . 
many  other  places  of  holy  writ,  as  1  Cor.  chap.  &,  and  3.  Cor.  chap.  S;  that 
these  things  are  not  ak>ne  entrusted  to  one  or  two  persons,  but  to  many  who 
are  ordained  thereto. 

Secondly,  Since  the  apostle  enjoineth,  that  all  things  thall  h§  done  deeent- 
fy  mnd  in  order,  amongst  Christian^  and  that  no  other  persons  ought  to  serva 
in  the  chureh  of  Christ,  but  thoee  who  are  lawfuUv  called,  accoiding  to  the 
Christian  ordinance,  therefore  it  is  also  the  duty  of  the  eldera  to  pay  regard 
to  it,  and  in  all  occurrences,  which  relate  to  the  wel&re  and  good  order  of 
the  chureh,  to  be  asidstant  vrith  their  good  counsel  and  advice,  to  the  ministen 
of  the  word,  yea,  also  to  serve  all  Chnstians  with  advice  and  consolation. 

Thirdfy*  It  is  also  their  duty  particularly  to  have  regard  unto  the  doctrine 
and  conversation  of  the  ndnistersof  the  word,  to  the  end  that  all  thin^  may 
Iw  directed  to  the  edification  of  the  church ;  and  that  no  strange  doctnne  ba 
tauglit,  aoeonfing  to  that  which  we  read.  Acts.  ^,  where  the  apostle  exhort- 
ath  to  ivatch  dilvantly  agaimd  the  wolves,  which  mMAkX  c«EDibNsNx\>Xi«  >fiQ««^

WE  believe  in  one  God,  the  Father  Almighty,  Maker  of  heaven  and  earth, 
and  of  all  thinffs  visible  and  invisible :  and  m  one  Lord  Jesus  Christ  the  onlr 
b^otten  Son  of  God,  begotten  of  his  Father,  before  all  worlds;  God  of  God, 
Light  of  Light,  very  God  of  very  God,  beffotten,  not  made,  being  of  oos 
subiBtance  with  the  Father,  by  whom  all  things  were  made :  who  for  as 
mea  and  for  our  salvation,  came  down  from  heaven,  and  was  incarnate  bv 
the  Holy  Ghost  of  the  Virgin  Mary,  and  was  made  man,  and  was  crucifi- 
ed also  for  us  under  Pontius  Pilate.  He  suffered  and  was  buried,  and  the 
third  day  he  arose  again  according  to  the  scriptures,  and  ascended  into  heaven, 
and  sitteth  on  the  right  hand  of  the  Father.  And  he  shall  come  affain,  with 
glory,  to  judge  both  the  quick  and  the  dead  ;  whose  kingdom  shall  have  no 
end.
